SERVIAN TROOPS ADVANCING ON 
BULGARIAN SOIL, 

A PANIC IN SOPHIA CAUSED BY FEARS THAT 
THE CITY WILL BE CAPTURED—BUL- 
GARIA URGED TO KEEP QUIET, 

BELGRADE, Oct. 16.—Servia has protested 
against the decision of the Ambassadors on the 
Roumelian question, and has commenced mili- 
tary operations against Bulgaria. A large force 
of Servian troops crossed the Bulgarian fron- 
tier from Nissa at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Lonpow, Oct. 16.—The Servians crossed 
the Bulgarian frontier near Charkoi. They 
are advancing toward Sophia and are now 
near Dragoman Pass. King Milan is in 
command. A panic prevails at Sophia. 
Four battalions of infantry have gone 
to defend Dragoman Pass. They have with 
them only two batteries, and these are com- 
posed of small field guns. There is no Bulgarian 
heavy artillery nearer to the scene of disturbance 
than that at Sistova and Rustchuk. It is ex- 
pected that Sophia will be captured by a coup de 
main. 

Austria has warned King Milan that what- 
ever may be the issue of the present trouble it 
will be useless for him to expect support from 
Austria. The railway companies in Austria and 
Hungary and the Danubian Navigation Com- 
pany have been notified to prepare for the 
transportation of troops and munitions of war. 

Mr. Gladstone, in a letter to M. Gueschoff, says 
he hopes that the Bulgarian union will be a real 
one. He deprecates such movements as Servia 
and Greece threaten to make, and seys he is un- 


able to recognize their right to make such an 
invasion as they contemplate. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 16.—A large force 
of Turkish troops have been ordered to advance 
in the direction of Nissa. A battle between the 
Servians and Turks is imminent. 

The Ambassadors have presented a note to 
the Porte in which they say that further time 
will bave to be afforded them so as to obtain a 
compiete Eurorean understanding respecting 
the Roumelian difficulty, and advises the Sultan 
to continue his peaceful policy. They do not, 
however, dispute the Porte’s right to send troops 
into Roumelia to assert its rights in that Proy- 


ce. 

Jt is generally believed that the powers have 
advised Bulgaria, Servia, and Greece more 
strongly than heretofore to remain quiet. The 
Porte’s note regarding the armaments of Greece 
apd Servia gave the powers ground to protest 
against their warlike attitude. 

The report that Greece bad offered to form an 
alliance with Turiey is unfounded. 

Ambassadors have adjourned their sit- 
tings, but will reassemble soon, when it is ex- 
pected they will have received further instruc- 
tions from their respective Governments in rela- 
tion toa final decision. The Porte considers the 
note of the Ambassadors satisfactory, but has 
intimated that it will not recognize the Bul- 
garian union no matter what the ultimate re- 
sult of the conference may be.

CASTING A BIG GUN. 





A FIFTY-FOUR TON BREECH-LOADING RIFLE 
MADE IN BOSTON, 

Boston, Oct. 16.—At the South Boston 
Iron Works this afternoon the casting of a 
54-ton 12-inch breech-loading rifie gun for 
the Government occurred in the presence 
of a large number of persons, among 
whom were Lieut. Borup, Superintendent of 
Ordnance, and Lieut.-Commander Lyon, United 
States Navy, representing the United Stateg 
Government; Capt. Pitman, of the Watertown 
Arsenal; Lieut. Pillsbury, United States Navy; 
Col. Amos Webster, General Manager of the 


Pneumatic Gun Carriage Company, of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Gen. D. D. Wiley, Judge J. G. Abbott, 
representatives of the Boston press, and many 
— persons prominent in miutary and civil 
8. 
At 12:44 Foreman James Wood gave the order, 
and from two furnaces holding over 40 tons of 
metal each the molten iron began to flow, 
sending forth showers of golden stsrs as it 
ran to the receiver and thence into the 
mold. A few minutes later 
furnace was tapped, and for 15 minutes 
the flow of meta! went on without interruption. 
Suddenly a dense volume of fiame shot up 
in the air, followed by clouds of steam. 
Something out of the ordinary course had 
happened, and the spectators made a speedy 
exit to the outer air. The furnaces 
were shut off, and after a little careful investi- 
— the iron was again turned into the mold, 
n about 40 minutes the mold was full, and the 
quality of the metal of which the monster gun 
was made was attested by the small amount of 
scoria, or dross, which floated on the stop. | 
There is a possibility that the core arbor of 
the mold is damaged somewhat, but from 
present appearances the casting is a suc- 
cess. Over 105 tons of metal are now in 
the flask, or mold, waiting until to-mor- 
row, when it will be better known what, 
if avy, mishap has occurred. At the worst the 
mishap may invoivea loss of about $1,500, but 
will not affect the gun itself, which is doubtless 
successfully cast. 





HE JUMPED OUT OF THE WINDOW. 





A MAN ACCUSED OF MURDER ESCAPES 
FROM JAIL 

Dayton, Ohio, Oct. 16.—Dr. Aaron Greer, 
the principal actor in the Osgood tragedy, 
which occurred on the night of June 11 last, es- 
caped from jail at Greenville this evening at 7 
o’clock. His wife called at the jail shortly after 
supper, and asked toseeherhusband. Thelatter 
was brought into the dining room, where she was 
allowed an interview with him. While the guard 
was not watching Green raised a window, leaped 
out to the ground beneath, and succeeded in 
getting away. His wife was immediately arrest- 
ed, and is now occupying the cell in which her 
husband was confinea. 

Greer was charged with murder in the first 
degree for having been implicated in the Killing 
ofthe colored woman, Fannie Turner, at Os- 
good. Fannie Turner’s house was attacked by 
a mob and completely demolished. The inmates 
were fired upon, and Mrs. Turner was killed 
and her husband seriously injured. Four ar- 
rests were made shortly afterward, and on a 
preliminary { examination Aaron Greer, Job 
Gossler, Isaac Medford, and Wiant Mills were 
bound over to the Common Pleas Court, Greer 
and Gossler being sent to jail without bail on 
the charge of murderin the first degree. The 
escape of Greer has created considerable ex- 
citement at Johnville, and numerous persons 
are out endeavoring to capture him. 








MEN CRUSHED AND BURNED. 





THE BURNING OF THE TROY AND BENNING- 
TON RAILROAD BRIDGE, 

Troy, N. Y., Oct. 16—The damage 
caused by the burning of the Troy and Benning- 
ton Railroad bridge at North Hoosic, yesterday, 
will reach $12,000. The bodies of Robert Burke 


bridge spans falling on them, were almost en- 
tirely consumed. Coy, the third victim, will be

The men who were kilied were riding on a 
steam fireengine from Bennington, which was 

assing under the bridge when it fell. When the 
arge crowd which bad assembled were abie to 
getat the victims of the wreck they found the 
beuadiess body of Burke and the skull and trunk 
of Wardell with the arms and legs burned off. It 
is believed that Burke’s head was crushed fine 
by the failing timbers, for nota particle of it 
was found. Wardeil’s skull was also crushed 
in. It is not likely that either of the men lived 
an instant after the bridge fell. Burke’s body 
was identified by a finger ring and Wardell’s by 
his watch. 

Notacry was heard from the wreck; indeed, 
the roar of the flames was so loud thatacry 
from their midst could probably not have been 
heard. Coy struggled with desperation, tearing 
off the clothes tbat held him in the wreck bit by 
bit, but he did net uttera word. Nobody could 
assist him, and finaliy hestruggied out alone. 





THE TEHUANTEPECO SHIP RAILROAD. 

Ex Paso, Texas, Oct. 16.—Judge Alex- 
ander Cochrane, ex-member of Congress from 
the Pittsburg district and the confidential ad- 
viser of Capt. James B. Eads, arrived here last 
night from the city of Mexico, en route to New- 
York. Judge Cochrane visited Mexico in behalf 


of the Tehuantepec ship railroad ana has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from President Diaz several 
Valuable extensions and concessions to the orig- 
inal charter of that company. He states that 
the terms of the new concessions were agreed 
upon and will be presented at once to Congress 
tor ratification, and will, it is thought, receive 
the sanction of that body and become law. The 
Mexivan Government gives 2,500,000 acres of Jand 
and guarantees one-third of the net revenues 
of the railway ftor15 years after completion, 
which will amount to $1,250,000 per annum, and 
also allows the company to secure trom the 
United States or any other nation a guaraniee 
of the other two-thirds, and also the right to 
make rebates to merchant marine of any other 
nation joining in the guarantee. Judge Coch- 
rane said hesaw many cvidenves of progress 1n 
Mexico, and found everywhere a feeling to de- 
velop closer and more friendly relations with the 
United States. The present Mexican Cabinet, 
he said, is composed of very abie and experi- 
enced men. 








FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, Oct. 16.—The failure of 
D. Danziger, dry goods merchant of Canal- 
street, is reported to-day. The liabilities foot 
up $235,000, and the assets, mainly stock in hand, 
20,000. Nine-tenths of the creditors are New- 
York houses. The house is said to have been 
backed by the millionaire Leon Godcbaur. 
Judge Lazarus appointed Max Dankiespiel at- 


torney for absent creditors, and ordered a meet- 
ing for Nov. 20. 


LANCASTER, Penn., Oct. 16.—Two execu- 
tions {aggregating $13,136 82, were issued here this 
afternoon against Watts, Tweills & Co., owners 
of the Vesta Iron Furnace at Marietta, Penn.

The Gate City 
Guard, of which he wasa member, has resolved 
to carry out their late comrade’s dying request 
and have ordered a detailof four men, armed 
aod uniformed, to stand sentinels at Jackson's 
grave every night fora month. ‘he body will 
be interred in West View Cemetery to-morrow. 








SUDDEN DEATH OF A TROTTING HORSE. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 16.—At the Mystic 
Park races to-day the stallion A. C. Dewey start- 
ed in the free-for-ali race. Just as he was about 
to reach the wire at the conclusion of the first 
heat he fell dead, having either burst a blood 
vessel or died from congestion of the heart. The 
stallion was owned by Slaughter, O’Connor &

EXCITED WOMEN ENGAGE IN 


SUING “ BRADSTREET’S.”

A QUESTION AS TO WHETHER ITS COMMU- 
NICATIONS ARE PRIVILEGED. 

MontTREAL, Oct. 16.—A case involving 
points of importance to the business commu- 
nity was commenced this morning before Mr. 
Justice Loranger, in the Superior Court. The 
parties are 8. Carley & Co. against the Brad- 
street Mercantile Agency Company. On the 6th 
of June, 1884, the defendants issued their ordi- 
nary circular to the subscribers in which ap- 
peared the name of 8. Carley & Co., with the 
words attached, “Call at office,’ which was un- 
derstood to mean according to plaintiffs’ con- 
tentions that the firm was in difficulties, 
and in answer to inquiries made at 
the office of the Mercantile Agency it 


was stuted the firm was in financial difficulties 
and asking for an extension of time from their 
creditors. The plaintiffs claim to have suffered 
great loss in conseauence of this circular, and 
sue for $50,000. Leading counsel were engaged 
on both sides. The principal witness was Jeffrey 
Penfold, manager of the Bank of British North 
America, who testitied to receiving the circular 

which caused’ him some uneasiness. He ha 


made inquiries, and Bracstreet’s had re- 
ported that the firm was asking for 
an extension of time from their Enz- 
lish creditors on _ liabilities of 


The bank had subsequently, in August, cabled to 
England and found that the report was entirely 
unfounded, and then made their several ad- 
vances to Mr. Carley. Mr. Kerr, Queen's Coup- 
sel, who appeared for the defenaa, cited the case 
of Sunbury against Bradstreet's, in which the 
New-York courts had decided in a similar case 
that such communications were privileged. Such 
mercantile agencies were absolutely necessary at 
the present day, as each merchant could not em- 
ploy a large staff to ascertain the standing of his 
customers. Mr. Kerr contended that if theircom- 
munications were not privileged a blow would 
be dealt that would almost paralyze commerce, 
as it would prevent all explanation of a busi- 
ness man’s standing. He therefore asked the 
court to declare that this was a privileged com- 
munication and that no action could be taken 
unless actual malice was shown on the part of 
the company. The Judge reserved the point 
raised. 

The trouble has been going on for some years, 
and Mr. Carley, who is the largest retail mer- 
chant in the city, says Bradstreei’s is trying to 
injure his credit because he will not subscribe. 








AN ABDUCTION STORY SPOILED. 





THE YOUNG WOMAN RETRACTS HER FIRST 
STORY AND TELLS ANOTHER. 

Boston, Oct. 16.—The young woman who 
told the thrilling story of her abduction from 
the Old Colony Station one evening last week, 
where she was about to take the Fall River boat 
for New-York, now admits that her story was 
all imagination. The detective upset one by 
one the different statements made, and finally 
the young woman substituted the following 
more prosaic story for that first told. After she 
reached the Old Colony Station with her trunk 
on Thursday evening and was about to start on 
her journey as originally arranged, she says she 
was suddenly seized with an aversion to going 
to New-York, and so, upoo the impulse of the 
moment, she purchased a ticket for Fall River 
and checked her baggage for that place. Thenshe 
left the station, wandered along the streets, 

urcbasing ata drug store a bottle of ether. 
Vhileon her walk she threw away her trunk 
check, wby she cannot say. Finding herself in 
Bowdoin-square, she boarded a Cambridge car 
and rode as far as Harvard-square. Then she 
walked a distance of three miles or so to Water- 
town, to her uncle’s house. On the way she 
threw away her pocketbook containing her 
ticket to Fall River and her money. She also 
threw away her handbag, in which was a small 
clock and a napkin ring, also her gold watch and 
breastpin. The watch and breastpin were found 
onthe morning following in Watertown by 
some children, and were restored. The other 
articles were not recovered. She says that from 
the time she Jett the railroad station until she 
reached her uncle’s house she was conscious of 
what she was doing, but something uncontrol- 
lable compelled her to do what she did. Her 
trunk was afterward found at Fall River, in the 
trunk house. Her vagaries are supposed to have 
been the result of an overdose of ether.

The Pastor of the church 
preached a funeral sermon on the occasion of 
Armour’s death, taking for his text the words,

large sums of money to investfor them. He 
ave them notes of responsible parties, which he 
orged, and appropriated the money to his own 
use. By een Send his books he stole $10,000 
from the town Treasury. 








AN OBNOXIOUS ORDINANCE. 
CuicaGco, Oct. 16.—Although Austin J. 
Doyle yesterday resigned the office of Superin- 
tendent of Police and his resignation was 
accepted, he was to-day made defendant in 
a suit begun against him as Superintendent of 


Police by the Pennsylvania and Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicugo Railroad Companies 
to prevent him from carrying out an ordinance 
of the City Council. The ordinance in question 
prohibits hackmen and hotel runners from 
soliciting and vehicles frora standing in front of 
the main entrance of the Union Raiiroad Sta- 
tion in Canal-street, but gives a 40-foot frontage 
for a back stand.

GOV. HOADLY GIVES IT UP

HE CONCEDES THE LEGISLATURE 
TO THE REPUBLICANS. 


‘EFFORTS TO AVOID RIOTING IN CINCINNATI 


SUCCESSFUL THUS FAR—FERRETING 
OUT ELECTION FRAUDS. 
“CorumBus, Oct. 16.—Gov. Hoadly con- 


‘cedes the election of a Republican Legislature 


on joint ballot. 

CrncInnaTI, Ohio, Oct. 16.—The feeling 
of indignation over the election continues, but 
there has been no effort to hold a meeting to- 
night and no large crowd has collected. The 
greatest pains have been taken all day to allay 
excitement. Owners of different halls have 
been visited and promises optained that they 
would not permit the halls to be opened for 
meetings in which the election is to be discussed, 
while employers and men of cool judgment 
have advised. wherever opportunity offered, 
against the holding of meetings or the giving 
way to excitement. 

None of the local papers dared to publish the 
occurrences of last night for fear of the effect 
upon the people. The Commercial Gazette com- 
pressed its account of the demonstration into an 
eighth of a column, milaly stated, and the En- 
quirer contained no allusion to the matter. The 
Volksblatt spoke somewhat plainly, but very 
briefly, as follows: 

“The demand for indignation meetings has been Joud 
and menacing. There are good reasons for such a 
demand. <A call by prominent persons would be 
answered by thousands. Last night, although no cull 
was issued, 3,000 men assembied in front of ‘l'urner 
Hall. One word would have been the spark to ignitea 
mighty conflagation of passion and incite a terrible 
revenge On the murderers of personal liberty.” 

The Commercial Gazette editorially advised 
against the hoiding of meetings of any kind, 
adding that if an uprising, such as has been 
feared, should occur many innocont people 
would suffer, while the guilty would escape. 
The Enquirer, in its editorial column, professed 
the greatest respect for the Jaw and its entire 


willingness to acquiesce in the result of the of- 
ficial count be it whatever it may. 

‘rhe meeting of the Committee of One Hundred 
was largely attended to-day, and important 
work in connection with the prosecution of the 
ballot-box offenders was accomplished. It was 
decided to apply to the Judge of the Common 
Pleas Court for a special Grand Jury to investi- 
gate the election cases. Several warrants were 
sworn out and placed, not in the hands of the 
police, who have heretofore refused to serve 
them. but in the hands ot constables, who took 
the prisoners before magistrates instead of to 
the police court. 

It was stated that one offender against the 
registry law, for whom a warrant was issued by 
the committee before the election, but not 
served, was given an appointment as special 
policeman, and committed fresh outrages on 
election day. 

Ex-Gov. Young told his experience in causing 
the arrest of a repeater at the poll in his pre- 
cinct. The feilow was locked up, but when the 
speaker appeared in the police court the next 
morning, with other witnesses, to testify against 
him they found that he had been turned loose 
by the lieutenant in charge soon after his arrest. 
Other instances were related by members of the 
committee who had made endeavors to bring 
similar offenders to justice and had been thwarted 
by the police, 

It was reported that $4,000 had heen con- 
tributed without solicitation since the meeting 
of yesterday to be used in meeting the expenses 
of the prosecutions. It had come in sums rang- 
ing from $1 to $500. 

z he number cf heavilyarmed guards in the 
Enquirer buiiding last night, in addition to 
the police, is said to have been about 
50. hey are within call again to-night. 
Strong guards have been placed in the 
gun stores, and several county officers have 
employed guards for their houses and for their 
own protection when on the streets. Police 
Commissioner Stephens was frightened half to 
death last night by some boys who recognized 
him and toid him the mob was after him. He 
ran several squares to the Brennan-street sta- 
tion house, which he reached very much out of 
breath, and unaware thata joke nad been played 
upon him, 

T. C. Campbell, the criminal lawyer, who was 
80 largely responsible for the riot of ayear aud 
a balf ago, isnow publishing a cheap evening 
paper, and to-night he publishes an article head- 
ed, “A Fait Warning.” which is pointed at 
Murat Halstead and closes as follows: 

We say seriously to that low spirit of disorder, tha 
never again can murderous commands be issued call- 
ing for the lives of the best people of the nation, as 
they did forthe lives of Lincoln and Grant, and as 
they did for the lives of scores that fell nearly two 
years ago, without incurring that just retribution 
which will say toit, ‘*I'nose who lift the sword 
will perish by the sword;” that those who 
incite riot and disorder will be first to suffer. We sav 
now to him that the first torch thatis applied by the 
riotous incendiary; that the first drop of biood that is 
spilled, will be xs surely and certatily followed by the 
destruction of himseif and that with which he is con- 
nec.ed, as the sun will follow and dispel the darkness. 

John R, McLean often speaks through Camp- 
be!l, and may have inspired this threat. Mr. 
Halstead has fought the Campbell and McLean 
gang, aud they attribute their troubles to him. 

That the danger point,so far as a riot is 
concerned, has been passed is generally be- 
lieved to-night, but it is still recognized that 
an ugly and daneerous feeling has possession of 
the people. Serious trouble of an entirely un- 
expected character may occur at almost any 
moment. At such a time desperate men have 
opportunities which do not often come to them. 
There are numbers of them here, and they are 
not idlers,

EX-SOLDIERS INSULTED. 
_A-,DISGRACEFUL SCENE AT THE ‘' DEMO- 
CRATIC STATE HEADQUARTERS, 

CotumBops, Oct. 16.—The banner that had 
been suspended across Broad-street, from the 
Democratic State headquarters, was taken in 
aboutl o’clock to-day and in its stead was run 
out a monster shirt, about 25 feet in length and 
proportionately wide. The breast of the gar- 
ment was bespattered with red paint and on one 
of the outstretched arms was painted, 
**New North,’ while the other arm bore 
the words, “New South.” On the bosom 
and body of the shirt was printed iu large let- 
ters, “*A new deal. The last of the bloody 
shirt.” The Democrats claimed a majority of 
the Legislature, and this very remarkable ban- 
ner run out from their State headquarters was 
supposed to represent the retirement of John 
Sherman to private life. The quarters occupied 
by the Democratic Committee is the residence 
in which Gov. Hayes was living when elected to 
the Presidency. 

The new banner attracted marked attention 
fora time, but when it was ovserved by the 
old soldiers it was at once construed as an in- 
suit, not only to them, but to every Republicaa 
elected on the State ticket, allof whom were 
soldiers, The fact that there was not an ex- 
soldier on either the Democratic State or county 
ticket was too well known, and the conclusion 
was at once formed that the banner was 
swung to the breeze by the Democrats in their 
frenzy over their defeat, and was tue result of a 
carefully studied pian to insult the Grand Army 
of the Republic, The excitement reached fever 
heat, and in less than an hour the news had 
spread all over the city, and hundreds visited 
the vicinity for the purpose of satisfying them- 
selves as to the truth of the report, 

The ex-soldiers grew very indignant, and a 
number repaired to the Grand Army head- 


quarters, where an informal meeting was 
held, and the suggestion to tear down 
the banner received a hearty response. The 


men began forming when a _ suggestion 
was made that word be sent to the Democratic 
Committee demanding that the banner be hauled 
in at once. While this was going on J. D. Harris, 
seeing that the excitement was rapidly growing 
and the indignation spreading in every direc- 
tion, visited Democratic headquarters, and, dis- 
playing his Grand Army badge, said: 

“Gentlemen, the banner you have stretched 
across the street from your headquarters, what- 
ever it may mean, is regarded asan insult by 
the members of the Grand Army, and I have 
come hereto warn you that unless the thing is 
taken down, and that speedily, there will be 
trouble, and that should be avoided.”’ 

Those present did not seem to recard the mat- 
ter in a serious lignt. One man, who claimed to 
be an ex-soldier, said he would defend the ban- 
ner. Harris then said: 

“If you regard your own safety you will have 
the banner hauled inatonce. If itis not down 
witbin one hour it will be hauled down.” 

Charles Valiandigham and three or four 
others were in the room and matters took a very 
panicky turn. Ten minutes after this there was 
an effort made by those at the headquarters 
to pull in the objectionable banner, when 
the rope broke and fell into the 
street, where it was seized. Coal oil was pro- 
cured and the shirt was burned directly under 
the noses of those about the headquarters and 
in the presence of a vast crowd, who cheered 
lustily. Nooneabout the headquarters made 
his appearance, and it is quite as well that none 
did, as serious results might have followed. 

As soon as the Republican Committee heard 
of the affair the members gent out word 
urging that nothing bedone. While it was an 
intentional, studied insult to every ex-soldier 
and every candidate on the State ticket, they 
said, it would seri®usly reflect upon those who 
were responsible for it.

A TRAGEDY IN THE FAR WEST. 








REMARKABLE CASE OF MURDER, ARSON, 
AND SUICIDE NE&R OMAHA, 

OmAHA, Neb., Oct. 16.—Farmer Peter 
Henger has lived for a number of years with 
his wife and child and his younger brother 
Nicholas on & homestead seven’ miles 
out of Wahoo, in Saunders County, 40 
miles west of this city. Yesterday morning 
he and Nicholas, who was 20 years old, went 
over to another farm which Henger owned a 
short distance away and spent the day in work 
there. When evening came he decided to re- 
main all pight at the farm, and sent Nicholas 
back to the homestead to do the chores and stay 
all night. Late in the evening people passing 
along the road skirting the Hengers’ home 
heard the report of three shots in the house. 
Then @ man dashed out of the house witha 
torch in hand, ran to some haystacks near by, 
put the torch to them, and as they sprang into 
a blaze he ran into the barn. 

The passers-by hurried to the house, but be- 
fore they reached it flames burst from the 
doors and windows. In a moment the barn was 
also On fire, anda shot was heard from the in 
terior ot the latter building. Then the seven 
horses and three cows in the barn set up 
an awful uproar. There was no water on 
the place, and the people who gathered could 
only stand and watch the horrible scene. Day 
dawned before the ruins could be entered. In 
the house the charred bodies of Mrs. Henger 
and her child were found side by side. Two of 
the woman's ribs had been broken by pistol! balls. 
In the barn lay the body of Nicholas burned to 
a crisp, With a pistol wound inthe skull and a 
Pistol by its side. 

The tragedy is unexplainable except on the 
theory that the young man attempted to assault 
his sister-in-law, and failing in his purpose, 
killed her, set fire to the premises, and sbot bim- 
self. ‘he family had always lived very happily 
together.

TESTIMONY AS TO THE MINISTER’S CHARAO 
TER TAKEN IN PRIVATE. 

Bourrato, Oct. 16.—The commission to 
take testimony in the case of the Rey. Dr. George 
H. Ball against the Boston Herald for libel is- 
sued to Walter 8. Jenkins by the Massachusetts 
court, has been in progress in this city for the 
past two weeks. The suits grew out of alleged 
slanderous articles published during the Cleve- 
land campaign. Among the witnesses exam- 
ined were the Right Rev. Stephen V. Ryan, 
Bishop of the Catholic Diocese of Buffalo; 
the on. L. L. Lewis, Judge of the Su- 
preme Court; the Hon. David 8S. Bennett, the 
Rev. Dr. William S. Hubbell, and other leading 
citizens. The rule of the court prescribes that 
the evidence shall be taken in private, neither 
the parties to the action nor their attorneys be- 
ing allowed to be present, 

The evidence directed to be taken bears upon 
the general character of the plaintiff for truth 
and veracity and upon his connection with poli- 
tics; also, as to the witnesses’ knowledge ot the 
truth or falsity of certain statements contained 
in the various articles claimed by Mr. Ball to be 
libelous. The testimony is now all in and the 
commission about ready to be returned tothe 
Massachysetts court. 

It is understood that propositions have been 
made for asettlement of Mr. Ball’s other libel 
case against the New-York :vening Post, but 
nothing has yet been decided upon. The Rey. 
Dr. Ball states that unless the matter is settled 
jn this way it willsurely come toa trial, and 
that before very long.

THE VACCINATORS IN MONTREAL MEET WITH 
POOR SUCCESS, 

MontTREAL, Oct. 16.—A solemn religious 
service was held this morning in the Church of 
Notre Dame, at the request of the Judges and 
members of the Bar of this city, the object 


being to offer prayers for the disappearance of 


the smallpox epidemic. With a very few ex- 
ceptions all the Catholic members of the local 


Bench and Bar were present. At a meeting of 
the Board ot Health to-day Dr. Nolin submitted 
the following statistics of patients at the St. 
Roch’s Hospital up to Oct. 18: Number of 
patients admitted since April 7, 480; died, 118; 
cured, 167; still in hospital, 195. Nationalities: 
English, 100; French-Canadian, 213; Irish, 64; 
Scotch, 22, and other nationalities, 81. 

One of the public vaccinators reports that he 
had visited 80 houses and only succeeded in get- 
ting two persons to allow themselves to be vac- 
cinated. Another visited 69 houses and vac- 
cinated three persons.

PARNELLISM IN HARLEM. 





“TENANTS. ASK FOR LOW RENTS AND ~ MOVE: 


IF THEY DON’T GET THEM. 
A workingman stood on the steps of No. 


‘221 East One Hundred and Seventh-street last 


night and thus addressed about 100 men and 
women who were gathered about him on the 
pavement: “Parnellism is spreading like wild- 
fire in Harlem, and it will continue to spread 
until the landlords will let us have houses at 
rentals which will leave something from our 
wages to pay the butcher and the grocer. Re- 
fuse to pay high rents ana move at once if your 
landlord won't come to terms. Don’t be satis- 
fled with $2 a month reduction; you can get 
more, Rentsare as high now as they were five 
years ago, but we can’t earn so much money 
now as we did then.”’ 

The audience hurrabed, and the speaker, with 
25 or 30 men at his heels, marched into the next 
street and said substantially the same thing 
over again. This sort of talk has been been 
going on in Harlem for nearly three weeks. 


Whenthe men get bome from work at night, 
they do nothing but talk about organized op- 
position to landlords, and during the day the 
women don't keep their tongues idle. Ac- 
cording to the facts given to a TIMES re- 
porter last night, this **Parnellism,” as the 
people concerned are pleased to call it, ex- 
tends from One Hundredth-street to about One 
Hundred and Twentieth-street and from Lex- 
ington-avenue to Fourth-avenue. It was not 
purely a spontaneous movement but the result 
of an active canvass on the part of 12 men who 
gottotalking over high rents one nightin a 
grocery store. Committees and sybcommittees 
were formed, tenement houses in every street 
were visited, and delegates chosen to wait upon 
the landlords. The latter refused to make any 
concessions, and 30 families went away from one 
block within 24 hours. 

The reporter was shown a long row of houses 
in the block between Second and Third avenues 
on One Hundred and Seventh-street, in sub- 
stantiation of the earnestness of the movemert. 
They sre five-story double houses, intended for 
10 families each, and bringing from $12 to $l5a 
month for each suite of rooms. They were 
rented almost before they were built, three 
years ago. A man who said that he was the old- 
est tenant in the block, told this toa TiMES re- 
porter: “Three weeks ago, before this move- 
ment began, you could not find an empty 
room in this block. Now look atthe dozens of 
signs hung out. There is not an average of 
three families to a house, and next week there 
will be less than that unless affairs are mended. 
All the people bave moved out of No. 107 but 
the janitorof the block. My landlord came to 
me to-day and reduced my rent $8a month to 
induce metostay. Two more families across 
the street were moving out to-day, when the 
landlord came around and reduced their rent... 
They concluded to stay.” 

The object of the movement appears to be to 
compel landlords to reduce rents and to make 
necessary repairsin the houses for the Winter. 
For two weeks past tenants have been holding 
meetings nearly every night, planning concerted 
action. The expense of moving was a 
great obstacle at first, but a committee 
found expressmen who agreed to move a 
number of families less than 10 blocks 
tor $2 each, and less than 2 Dbiocks 
for $5. Several landlords, it is asserted, have 
already complied with the demands made upon 
them, rather than risk having empty houses on 
their hands all Winter. Others refuse to yield, 
and talk of organized movement on the other 
side. Dissatisfied tenants claim to be able to get 
all the flats they want, clean and comfortable, 
this side of the Harlem Bridge and east of 
Third-avenue for $10 a month,

WHITNEY'S NEW HOME. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Judge Vincent, 
of New-Mexico, who has been suspended by 
the President, was backed by Representative 
Sprigner, and it isnow said that Mr. Springer has 
made some investments in the Territory, be- 
sides concerning himself in appointments At- 
torney-General Garland is also referred to as 
one of Vincent’s backers.

The newest candidate for the position of Mar- 
shal of the District is a Mr. Townsend, who is 
brought forward by his father-in-law, Repre- 
sentative Scott, of Pennsylvania. Mr. James H. 
Smart, of Indiana, who has been here for some 
time expecting to get the place, will probably 
not get it. 

The President will not go to the Virginia State 
Fair. If the Virginians could have managed to 
hold their fair at a time when the presence of 
the President and his Cabinet could not have 
been turned to political account, it is probable 
that he would have yielded toa desire to visit 
the capital of the State. As it is, he does not see 
bow he can leave Washington without detri- 
ment to public interests. 
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FLEECED BY A NEGRO. 
Reaping, Penn., Oct. 16.—The people of 
this city and vicinity have been fleeced of late 
by a smooth-tongued colored man, who gave 
his name as Henry Wilson. He stated that he

His real name issaid to be Thomas Smith, from 
Norristown. Seven years ago he was dismissed 
from Lincoln University for persistent begging. 
He was afterward arrested and sent to jail for 
two years upon the testimony of Mr. Randall.

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NOT A TYRO IN POLITICS 


* DAVE” HILL TOO OLD TO PLEAD 
° THE BABY ACT.” 

CURIOUS: TALES OF HIS ‘‘ INFLUENCE™, 
WITH’ CHEMUNG COUNTY VOTERS—HIS 
AFTERNOON PAPER, 

‘Ermira, Oct. 16.—The methods of any) 
politician who aspires to be Governor of this State 
are as fair a subject of inquiry and criticism ef 
his public record. This fact bas been recognized: 
in the discussion of candidates in previous cam- 
paigns, and no exception can be taken to the ap- 
plication of the rule to the case of the candi- 
date who was presented to the Saratoga Con- 
veation asa man who was “no embryoin poli- 
tics.” The Governor’s friends may plead that 
he formed his newspaper partnership with Thief 
Tweed during the pin-feather period, when he 
was young and innocent, and consequently ig- 
norant of the true character of that generoug 
purveyor of stolen funds. But two years of 
legislative service, one asthe tool of Tweed and 
the otber as the tool of Gouid and the Erie ring, 
supplemented with a course of reform undeg£ 
Mr. Tilden’s watchful eye, must have given Mr. 
Hill a sufficiently matured experience to enable 
him to swiftly discern the right from the wrong 
in politics. For the political immoralities oi 
which he has been cuilty since he certainly is en« 
titled to be held strictly responsible, and no pal« 
liating plea such asthe baby act can be inter« 
posed to shield him. 

For the debauched condition cf the politics of 
Elmira and of the county of Chemung David 
B. Hill is as much responsible as any one man! 
who has ever made the county his home. Some 
of the Governor's townsmen even go so far as te 
charge that he was the first man to introduce 


money into the county's politics und to debauck 
the voters on a wholesale scale. But that la 
placing a heavier burden on his shoulders tha 
he ought in strict justice to be compelled to 
bear. It matters little who first invaded 
the Arcadian simplicity of Chemung’s politics.; 
The fact remains that to-day both political’ 
parties in this county are tainted by offensive 
practices, and that no one man has taken & 
more conspicuous part in the disreputable busi-} 
ness of buying voters at the polls than the pres~! 
ent Governor of this State. For years Mr. Hilk 
bas lived and voted in the Third Ward of El- 
mira. The scandalous stories of his perform-| 
anceson election days are heard in public, and! 
their details are discussed with a freedom that 
is astonishing, considering that they relate to 
violations of one of the most stringent laws) 
upon the statute books of tne State. Mr. Hill’s, 
immunity from arrest and prosecution hag 
been due to the fact that his opponents 











have been equally guilty, and not ta 
any difficulty in obtaining the evidences} 
of his own corrupt practices. Reputabie 


residents of the Third Ward have seen enough, 
with their own eyes to satisfy them o! his guilt. 
They bave heard enough from Mr. Hill’s own: 
lips to condemn him, for Mr. Hill, it is pretty} 
well known, has never hesitated to tell of any 
“cmart’ thing in politics in which be has fig! 
ured, no matter how disreputable it may have 


been. By his methods he has forfeited tne re-' 
spect of the best members of his owa 
party in Elmira, many of whom will| 


decline to vote for him for Governor. His home; 
career in politics affords a marked contrast to; 
that of a former Governor who is rounding out 
his years on the opposite bank of the Chemungy, 
in the enjoyment of the fullest respect of hig 
townsmen. Lucius Robinson has never been 
charged by his neighbors with having gotten 
down into the mire of politics and corrup ted the 
Elmira voters. The neighbors of Mr. Kill, om 
the contrary, never tire of retailing sto.7ies of 
his audacious performances among the 1llit erate 
colored and white voters of his ward. lf t hese 
stories were toid by Republicans alone every’ ale 
lowance would be made for their partisan b tase 
They are, however, related by both Democr.ita 
and Republicans, as, for that matter, the Go V- 
ernor himself hus not scorned to repeat them t9 
appreciative audiences. They are thoroughly& 
characteristic of a politician of the ward type. 

The population of the Third Ward is of & 
mixed character. At its lower end live some of 
the wealthiest citizens of Elmira and the most 
respected. Inthe upper portion are the homes 
of many poor people. Yearsago Elmira was @ 
sort of breathing spot for runaway siaves. The 
Fennsylvania line is only a few miies distant, 
aud they never stopped in their flieht till they 
had crossed it. Many of the fugitives settled 
here, while others burried on to Canada. The 
settlers kept as closely together as possible, and 
in time gulitea colony grew up on the outskirts! 
of the town. The larger part of this cole 
ored settlement is to-day within the limits 
of tbe Third Ward. The ward boasts several, 
eolored churches and many colored brethren 
who are very susceptible to the influence of the) 
white-skinned politicians of their neighborhood) 
in the March and November elections, Many 
poor American and Irish families also Inhabit 
the upper end of the ward. in all the struggies 
to capture the votes of the whites and blacks 
and to carry tbe ward, occurring year after 
year, David B. Hill has played a conspicuously 
reckless part. More for the purposeof giving 
him a commanding political advantage than for 
any kindness of heart, Mr. Hill once acquired 
the property on which services were held by on@ 
of the colored congregations, and it became & 
standing joke among the politicians that he 
would turn out “ his whole congregation” to 
vote his ticket at the next election. : i 

In carrying outhisschemes for thus popular~ 
izing Democracy among the colored masses, 
Mr. Hill bas impressed into hi3 service severak 
colored gentlemen who keep dives similar tof 
those to be encountered in a pilgrimage through 
Mott-street, and such as existed around the Five 
Points of New-York before the city changed the 
face of that.rezion. Into any of these resorts MrJ 
Hili bas always stood ready to invite the voterd 
to get drinks and cigars at hisexpense. Incredi« 
bie as it may seem, the Governor has ieane@ 
over the bar with them and jostied against them 
most familiarly. This is what makes him “one 
ofthe peopie.” He never drinks nor smokes 
himself, but if half the testimony of workers of, 
both parties be true, be has bought enough whis-, 
ky for other men’s stomachs to fill up the lon 
level of the old Gbhemung Canal. In one o 
these saloons occurred an incident in the Spring 
of 1883 which the Governor himself has been 
heard to relate with great gusto. There wag 
trouble in the ward gmong'the turbulent voters, 
and Lieut.-Gov. Hill was cailed home trom 
Albany to quell it. Into the little back room 
crowded with men, its atmospliere almost stie 
fling with tobacco smoke, was ushered Mr. Hills 
Mounting a beer barrel the Lieutenunt-Governor, 
always ready in the use of honeyed words, in< 
troduced himself and his subject in these terms: 
“JT thank you, gentlemen, for this mark of es« 
teem, and 1 beg to assure you that I teel more 
bonored in being cailed upon to guide your de-~ 
liberations than I do in being permitted to pre= 
side overthe deliberations of the Senate of the 
State ot New-York.” 

Until the Fall election of 1884 it was Mr. Hill’s 
custom to labor at the polls ail day Jong. 
Whether tho polls opened at8 o’clock, as tney 
doatthe Spring elections, or atSsunrise, as the 
law requires for the November election, he wad 
at his vost. There he remained, frequently 
going without his dinner, until the day’s work 
was done. Allthetricks of the vicious heelers 
of both parties had his sanction, and in the most 
of them he himseif tooka part. There isa well 
authenticated case of an attempt on the part of: 
Mr. Hilt and his lieutenants to keep the polls, 
open till after the hour prescribed by the law for, 
their closing in order that they might vote @ 
long line of stragglers who had his tickets in 
their hands. A wrangle followed, and Mr. Hill 
and his men abandoned their purpose only upon 
oeing threatened with a resort to the law. Some 
of the voters tormeda plan to catch the Lieus 
tenant-Governor if he attempted te buy votes af 
the last Presidential election, and expose him in 
his true lightin the courts. Party feeling ran 
very high in Elmira in that memorable election, 
and no respect would have been paid to bis ex- 
alted station had be followed his customary 
election day practices. Whether be heard of 
their purpose or was actuated by otner consid 
erations he refrained on tbat day from giving 
the usual reckless exhibition at the polls. 

The polling place inthe Third Ward bas fox 
several years been located in the office of John 
Thorn’s wood and coul yard, on Baldwin-street, 
near East Clinton-street. One cf its windows ig. 
thrown up, and near its sill is placed the ballot 
box, guarded by the Inspectors from within the 
office. ‘he votersare required to form in line 
and in regular order deposit their ballots. The 
voters at the lower end of the ward usua!ly vote 
during the earlier partof the day. Atter they 
get away the neelersxnd the purchasabie voter 
have the vicinity of the polling place largely ta 
themselves. A roofed passageway leads from 
Baldwin-street down into the yard, with its cole 
lection of sheds and their accumulation of coal, 
wood, and rubbish. This yaru isa favorite re« 
treat forthe Governor’s beciers. Down behind 
its buildings, out of sight of the curious and be- 
yond interruption, they take the marketable 
voters and there negotiate with them. Be- 
neath the barn, whose Baldwin-street end 
has been converted into an Office, is a manure 
pit, which is especially adapted to the busi- 
ness of purchasing voters, being secluded 
and ill-smelling enough to fend off any 
idier who may chance that way while 
negotiations, in which he has no interest, are in 
progress, The coul yard is also the resort of 
groups of shabbily dressed :‘men with rum noses 
who are to be bought when the offering 
price rises to their conception_or what is “just 
end proper,” Altogether the Associations of the 
Vhird Ward polling place are such as meu of 

eclucation d retinement would shrink from. 
Even a “self-made man” who was well madd 
woud get away from them as soon as possibid 
after voting, but Gov. Hill never had any 
such qualms, for from choice he _ linger# 
and labors in this mirey market place.

There- 
upon Mr. Hiilestablished his headquarters in the 
other saloon across the way. where he has at one 
time ana another transacted a_ very successful 
business in rolling up the Democratic vote 
of his ward. ;

Mrs. Klein's saloon is on a level with the street 
and is furnished with the usual appurtenances 
of such places. It has a sprinkling of big and 
little signs on its outer walls to indicate its 
character, among them a representation of a 
mammoth beer glass overflowing with a froth 
that has become sadly discolored by exposure to 
the elements. ‘The building is a low frame 
structure, which has evidently withstood the 
tempests of years. Upon the barroom walls 
hang two cnormous lithographs of Thomas 
A. Hendricks and Grover Cleveland. Some 
ruthless hand nas left its imprint upon 
the Presidential features. The picture of 
the Vice-Presidential spoilsman, on the con- 
trary, is almost as clean as the day it was issued 
from the press. Mr. Hill’s Third Ward heclers 
have heard of Hendricks, and they vencrate 
him. Of one end of the barroom isa small 
room perhaps nine fect square in which are 
chairs and a rough wooden table. Thisisknown 
as ** Dave's settling place.’?’ Here the Governor 
of the State of New-York has been wont 
to meet his heelers, compare notes with 
them, issue orders to them, and fu sh 
them funds with which to corrupt ers 
Here they have drank their liquors ani 
changed chaff and boisterously recited the events 
of the day. and here the Governor has sat with 
his benchmen amid thetumuit of scenes to 
which the turbulent have Jent their vulgar 
jests and quarrelsome sounds. ‘he law prohib- 
its the sale of liquors within certain limits of the 
open polling places, but here, as in many anoth- 
er saloon, the law is defied, and here it has been 
djefied inthe presence of one of itssworn de- 
fenders. The front doors were closed, it is true, 
and the bit irawn, but over the bar within 
Was liquor to whoever 
for “Dave's keeping open house 
down corner” has been the 
sly remark the workers to whoever 
noted his brief absence from his post at the open 
window of the polling place. Mr. Hill _has been 
an exterior fixture of this window. With poll 
book in hand he would stand there checking oif 
the names of the votersasthey left the box. He 
knew every voter, white and black, in the whole 
ward. He would single out some man in the 
crowd of loiterers as the line of voters begen to 
lose its length, and seizing him by the arm he 
would march him off either across the street or 
aroundthe corner into the coal yard, there to 
“reason” with him. 

Mr. Hill always on election days carried a bun- 
die of ballots in one coat pocket and a wad of 
one and two dollar bills in the other, and he has 
acguired the reputation of being one of the most 
persuasive talkers and one of the mostsuccessful 
procurers of yotesin the county of Chemung. 
When business bas been brisk enough to keep 
him at the window, he has repeatedly been heard 
to shout his orders to his heelers. ** Here, Sam,” 
“here, Tom,” **here, Bob,” “bere, Charley, go 
and get So-and-so (calling the man by name) and 
bring him here to vote.’’ The order was always 
obeyed. The man was fished out from the coal 
yard or the liquor saloon, placed in position in 
the line, and vigilantly watched by the heeler till 
he was abreast the window. There he encoun- 
tered Mr. Hill, received from him a bailot, and 
duly deposited it in the box. If the whole pro- 
eeeding up to this point had given mutual satis- 
faction the voter sought out the heeler and 
either received his money on the spot or he got 
it from another heelerin the manure pit or from 
a third one in the “settling place’? on the cor- 
ner. When Mr. Hill ran for Alderman in 
this Republican ward his election was 
procured by the most shameful street exhibi- 
tions of barter and sale, in all of which the cap- 
didate himself and his friends took an open 
part. One year these worthies adopted the plan 
of giving every man who voted for their money 
a card on which was written the price to be 
paid for his vote. This the voter presented to 
one of Mr. Hili’s “cashiers,’”?’ who was either 
hauging like a carrion bird around tbs entrance 
to the manure pit or was in some equally con- 
venient place ready to cash these certificates of 
dishonor. But the plan proved atrifie cumber- 
some. Jt had its advantages, perhaps, as turnish- 
ing some protection to the treasury, but its dis- 
advantage lay in the chances it offered for detec- 
tion, and it was abandoned after one trial. In- 
stead of organizing a special staff of cashiers, 
another of negotiators, anda third of conduct- 
ors or messengers, each heeler was thereatter 
furnished the money by Mr. Hill and intrusted 
with the duty of corrupting the voter whom 
their leader would indicate by name from hig 
station by the window. 


The prices of votes in Elmira range from $1 50 
to $10, the figures being regulated partly by the 
supply of purchasable material within sight 
and partly by the result of the voting in other 
sections of the city, as far as it can be ascer- 
tained from trusted workers, who bring the re- 
ports from other wards. The market goes up 
or down insympathy with reports from those 
same wards, s50 that an inquiry as to the price 
being paid in one ward will elicit the figures 
that rule purchases aijl over the city. This 
business of buying votes is as thoroughly 
systematized and understood by the Governor 
and his friends as that other forbidden business, 
the buying and selling of “ gigs’? and ‘** strad- 
dies” in the policy shops of New-York. When 
the Third Ward voter is informed that“ busi- 
ness is dull this afternoon; we’re only paying 
$1 50 for votes,” his dejection is no more com- 
plete than that of the fellow in some other ward 
who at that sume hour is bargaining away the 
chief privilege of his American citizenship. 

The election of Mr. Hill to the Mayoralty of 
Elmira was ogg by a prodigal expenditure 
of money. This was charged at the time and it 
was not denied. It was the year that the 
printers struck in Mr, Hiil’s rat newspaper 
office and established a daily of their ownin 
which they pointed out his political deformities 
to the public. he manner in which Mr. Hill 
procured a large subscription for that cam- 
paign reflects especial lustre on his “ cuteness,” 

ne story leaked out through his political in- 
timates, It was too good for them to keep. 
The whole city has laughed over it, Mr. Hil, 
it seems, having arranged all his plans to procure 
the nomination, left them to be carried out by 
“the boys” and journeyed to New-York. He 
also arranged that a telegraphic notification of 
the nomination shouid reach him at a certain 
vace ut a certain hour. He called upon Mr. 

‘iden at Gramercy Park, and was engagedina 
discussion of State politics which was just 
bringing the Elmira situation into prominence 
when the door bell rang and a telegram for Mr. 
Hill was brought in. He tore the envelope onen, 
aud, with seeming surprise, read the contents 
of the message. agin 8 to Mr. Tilden 
he said, with assumed indifference, “I’ve just 
been notified that I have been nominated Mayor 
of Elmira.” Then he added with evident regret, 
“but then I can't take the nomination.” Upon 
being pressed for his reasons he reluctantly ad- 
mitted that his election would cost more than 
he could afford to spend. ‘Tut! tut! David, 
don’t say that. You must take the nomination.” 
Mr. Hill remained amiably obstinate, though he 
was perfectly willing to listen to the Sage’s 
counsel. Finally the latter offered to advance 
the money for his campaign, and he drew his 
check, so the Governor's friends have declared, 
for $5,000. Mr. Hill’s 1ittle ruse had proved suc- 
cessful. He had raised a handsome campaign 
fund and he took the next train for Elmira, 
The fund was devoted to buying votes just as 
all the other funds have been which have been 
handled by him and his followers in their cam- 
paigns in Chemung County. 

One of the most reputable citizens of Elmira 
met Mr. Hillat the polls about sundown, and 
being well acquainted, they fell into conversa- 
tion. Mr. Hill was in good spirits and joked 
about the events of the day. He had his bands 
in his outsiGe coat pockets, and he withdrew 
first one, then the other, aud smiled broadly at 
his acquaintance. In one hand was a lot of 
ballots, in the otber a lot of Joose bills of the de- 
nomination of gland $2. “1t's getting so dark 
that unless I’m careful I’m likely #0 get these 
mixed up,” he exclaimed cheerfuliy, as be re- 
stored the ballots and the corruption fund to 
their respective pockets. Incidents of this kind 
that were witnessed by the best citizens might 
b: reiated by thedozen.

The sidewalks in front thron 
with rough-looking men in the v e8 O 
social decay. A constant pro on Of these 
fellows is going up and coming down stairs. 
The ** boss” himself, as Mr. Hiil is slyly oalled 
by “the boys,” is up 1n his law office issuing or- 
ders to this array of heelers and making ar- 
rangements for the election day struggle. On 
these occasions he is a very martinet. W > 
to the unfortunate heeler who has ii- 
trusted to another, as heelers are wont to 
do, the work which he himself was assigned to 
do. As soon as he recovers from the tonguo 
lashing administered by the boss he bolts the 
room, and he doesn’t return till he has carried 
out his instructions to the letter. These are the 
men who have to be handied savagely if any 
work is to be obtained from them. In all the 
consultations which have been held in this 
office, in all the intrigues and plots that have 
emanated from this suurce, the Governor's ad- 
visers and colaborers have been bis managing 
law partner, State Committeeman W. L. Muller, 
and Charies Bacon. His heelers include men of 
unsavory reputations and freguentiy of dis- 
reputable callings. One of the most notorious of 
the lot is afellow named John Moriarty, who was 
employed in the Elmira Post Office. He was 
in a position to become acquainted with the po- 
litical plans of the Republicans and Mr. Hill in- 
duced him to become his spy. When this was 
discovered and Mr. Moriarty abandoned his po- 
sition the Governor gave him a_ place in one of 
the departments at Albany, where he is now 
drawing pay. Another heeler is a bulldozer 
and a prize fighter, whose wife keeps a liquor 
saloon. Notone of this class has ever done an 
honest day’s work in his life. The pay rolls of 
the Albany departments are covered with the 
names of Fimira men who have been useful in 
the past in helping the Governor carry pri- 
maries and elections. They come home tn the 
Spring and Fallto perform this work. The po- 
sition of orderly is especially attractive to the 
younger lieutenants of the Governor, and he 
has filled his quota of Capitol employes with ap- 
pointments ef this kind. The Governor’s prin- 
ciple has always been to work politics for all 
they are worth. He has received no enlighten- 
ment from the eventso{ the last few years in 
this State. 

No description of Mr. Hill’s methods would be 
complete without some reference to one other 
political factor, hisafternoon newspaper. Un- 
der Mr. Hill’s dictation, hisorgan for years has 
maligned his political opponents, vilified the 
members of society, aud even followed the dead 
into their very graves. It is not surprising that 
society shuns him and that he is both hated and 
feared by somany members of both political 
parties. It isa matter of record that he was 
never humbled by but one man whom he had 
attacked im his newspaper. <A year or so 
ago the Chairman of the Republican 
County Committee, Col. Cauldwell, after 
anumber of abusive articles had appeared in 
the organ, addressed a series of open letters to 
the Lieutenant-Governor beginning thus: 
* Yourand my political relations have been such 
that I believe an epistolary exposition of some 
things we both know will not at this time be un- 
jinteresting.”? Some years before he had been 
elected Mayor of Elmira on the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic ticket. He had been Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic County Committee, and he had acquired 
much information concerning his political ally, 
Mr. Hill, which was not altogether creditable to 
the latter. A few extracts will serve to show the 
exceedingly personal nature of the letters, and 
they will also afford some idea of why Mr. Hill 
finally begged the letter writer off. Wrote he:

itled indorsement, pledging ourselves to modify them 
in no other respect than practical experience may 
show to be necessary for the more effective carrying 
on of the public business, 

Resolved, That the successful conduct of the affairs 
of the city, in which the interests of both labor and 
property are concerned, depends upon the; election to 
municipal office of men of tried integrity and proved 
capacity, who would consider public office a public 
trust, and who would not use their position for the ad- 
vancement of personal or partisan ends. 

Resolved, hat the delegates to this convention, 
voting for candidates for the offices of Mayor and 
Aldermen-at-Large, do so with a distinct understanding 
that the candidates, in accepting the nomination ten- 
dered them, unqualifledly pledge themselves to the 
support of the principles above stated. 

Itesolved, That this convention, favors the mainte- 
nance of the principle of home rule and hereby pledges 
itself to oppose uncompromisingly any interference 
with or limitation of the present undivided responsi- 
bility of the Mayor of the city. 

Resoived, Vhat the convention emphatically declares 
that one of the most pressing needs of our city is that 
additionul means ot rapid transit communication 
should be speedily estublished. 

?csolved, ‘That a proper system of rapid transit for 
Brooklyn is a necessity that must not be longer de- 
layed. 

William Hester claimed the floor, and in a very 
short buttelling speech nominated ex-Alder- 
man and ex-Register of Arrears Daniel D. 
Whitney, of the Kirst Ward, for Mayor. As no 
other candidate was mentioned Mr. Whitney’s 
nomination was made unanimous. Then the 
convention went into the naming of the candi- 
dates for Aldermen-at-Large, with the following 
result: John Hanley, of the Third Ward: E. Hi. 
Itgen, of the Eleventh; Thomas Cook, of the 
Thirteenth; Ulrich Maurer, of the Sixteenth; 
William Fanning, of the Twenty-first; Theophi- 
lus Olena, of the Twenty-second, and Halsey 
Corwin, of the Twenty-fourth. 

The last candidate had hardly been nominated

Olena is Chairman, and early in the campaign 

vas spoken of as candidate for Mayor. 

The other nominees are new members and 
never have obtained any great distinction in the 
political arena. 

Democrats from all over Kings County 
crowded around the entrance to the Athenzwum, 
Clinton-street and Atlantic-avenue, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon, the County Convention 
having been called for3 o’clock. This crowd of 
politicians had thoroughly discussed and almost 
definitely decided upon the ticket before the 
convention was called to order. John P. Adams, 
Chairman of the Kings County Democratic Gen- 
eral Committee, opened the meeting, and Coun- 
selor William J. Gaynor, of Flatbush, was chosen 
as permanent Chairman. The first nomination 
in order was thut for the Supervisor at Large, 
and when Calvin W. Withey uominated Alder- 
Inman John <A. Quintard, of the Tw.onty-first 
Ward, not a dissenting voice urose, and Mr. 
Quintard was declared to be the unanimous 
choice of the convention for the office. A like 
unanimity greeted the nomination, for County 
Treasurer, of Henry H. Adums, the present in- 
cumbent.

ACCOUNTS OF THE NAVY. 
—— > 
SOME CHANGES IN BOOKKEEPING’ RECOM-: 

MENDED BY AN EXPERT. 

WasuHiInetox, Oct. 16.—Mr. Calhoun, the 
expert accountant who hasbeen engaged in re- 
modeling the system of book and account 
keeping of the Navy Department, to-day de- 
scribed the changes which . he has recommended 
to the Secretary of the Navy,and which have 
been approved u> to the present time, and the 
reasons which, in his opinion, made them 
necessary. He found that each of the eight 
bureaus of the department had its own sys- 
tem of accounts and its own set of 
books, and gach was entirely independent 


of the othersin these regards. In addition to 
the bureau books the disbursing clerk kept a 
set of books which contained toa certain ex- 
tent the appropriations made by Congress fcr 
the department and the expenditures against 
them, and this was all there was of bookkeeping. 
If one wished to learn, for example, what expe- 
dition had been made upon a certain vessel 
which might be builaing, he would have to visit 
the various bureaus and cull information from 
each, which might require a day or a week, 
according as the records were entered up to 
date or were behindhand. There were no ac- 
counts anywhere in the department to show the 
amount of stock or property on hand at any 
given date. No inventory had been taken of 
thie property of the department for years. 
There had been attempts by the various bureaus 
to keep a record of the property under their 
care or at their disposition, but these records were 
very badly kept. For example, a certain line of 
stores might becalled upon requisition to fit out 
a vessel forsea. The quantity called for would 
be secured, but often only a portion of it would 
be actually transferred to the vessel, the rest, 
perhaps, remaining in the naval storehouse, and 
in such cases no returns would be made of the 
unused portions by its custodian. In this re- 
spect the accounts of the bureaus were erro- 
neous. 

One of Mr. Calhoun’s earliest recommenda- 
tions was that a full inventory of the property 
should be taken, and an order to this effect was 
issued by tbe Secretary, the inventory to date 
as of March 5last, the day of the incoming of 
the present Administadtion, The inventories 
of some of the bureaus are not yet complete, 
and some of those which haye been made are 
merely transcripts of the stock books, instead 
of statements made by actual scrutiny of 
the property enumerated. There is nothing 
whatever in the department to show the 
amount of material and property belonging 
to the Government, and thisis true not only of 
ships and the materials which enter into their 
construction and outfitting, but of small stores, 
such as clothing. 

No accounts had ever been kept in the de- 
partment with the different Paymasters except 
the general account of advances, in which were 
lumped large portions of the annual appropria- 
tions upon the one side and the expenditures of 
the various Paymasters as they were reported 
upon the other. 

The principal changes thus far determined 
upon consist of the opening of individual ac- 
counts with each of the Paymasters; the estab- 
lishment of asetof books which will show at a 
glance the cost and all particulars of each ves- 
sel of the navy; of another which shall show at 
the close of business each day the balance of 
each appropriation on hand, and the establish- 
ment of rigid property accounts of the vari- 
ous navy yards and storehouses and other 
branches of the navalestablishment having the 
custody of public property. Bilis for suplies 
purchased at hometwill not be paid, as at pres- 
ent, until after they have been audited, by 
which means it is hoped that such irregularities 
as have been recently brought to light in the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery and in that of 
the Paymaster-General will be made impossible.

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MAHONE AND WISE ADDRESS A LARGE MEET- 
ING AT PETERSBURG, 

PreTEeRSBURG, Va., Oct. 16.—Senator Ma- 
hone and John S&S. Wise, Republican candidate 
for Governor, addressed a large meeting of Re- 
publicans here to-night, and the Senator, as 
Chairman of the State Committee, presided and 
introduced Mr. Wise. It was expect- 
ed that Gen. Mahone would. give his 
views op national and State politics, 
but in this the audicnce was disappointed. The 
majority of those present were negroes. Senator 
Mahone referred derisively to Gen. Lee, Demo- 
cratic candidate, and said he presented Mr, 
Wise notias a man on horseback or to reopen 
the scar3 of war, but to talk of peace, 
yrogress, and liberty of ,the people. He 
Believed that the people — to strike a 
successful blow for liberty and assert their rights 
at the polls. Mr. Wise, he said, is nearer 
to him than any man in the State. He 
is a man of courage and intellect, never false 
to any trust of the people, and has the 
courage to assert his convictions everywhere. 
Mr. Wise spoke for nearly three hours, but it 
was not the speech of a statesman. 
and ridicule were its main 
ridicule of Fitz Lee, whom he described as 
viding through the State in a fifty-dollar 
saddle on a thirty-dollar horse followed by 
retinues of hired horses, was merciless. Equally 
so his ridicule of Lee's standing in his class at 
West Point, in which he said there was but one 
bigger fool than Lee, All this took well 
with the negroes, but it rather chilled the 
white portion of the audience.

THE FIFTH-AVENUE 
DETERMINED OPPOSITION TO COME 
INFLUENTIAL CITIZENS. 

Within the past day or two it has be- 
come evident that the projectors of a horse rail- 
road throughiFifth-avenuejare to meet with a de- 
termined opposition from influential citizens of 
New-York, not orfly of those who own property 
and have their homes on the avenue, but as well 
from people of consequence, who look upon the 
proposed scheme as an invasion of the rights of 
the whole city. One or two conferences of 
gentlemen who are against **vulgar- 
izing’ enterprise, have already been held, 
and, though no formal plan of opposition 
to the project hus yet been adopted, 
@nough has been deterinioed upon to warrant 
the statement that no progress whatever can be 
made in any direction by the raiiway company 
without making a hard fight. The contest, too, 
will be different from that which new corpora- 
tions of the sort usually encounter; it will not 
be the warfare of lobbyists seeking bribes or 


blackmailers demanding hush-money. The fight 
will come from rich and influential citizens. ‘The 
Vanderbilts, the Goelets, and people of that 
character are among those who are against the 
importation of railroad tracks and the jangle of 
horse car bells into Fifth-avenue. 

Friends of the proposed Fifth-avenue line, 

however, are exrpest in their assertions that 
their project is bound to go forward to success 
speedily. They point to the election of Thomas 
B. Musgrave and Louis May to their Directory 
as indicative of the strength they are gaining 
among the residents and property owners on the 
avenue. Oneof the plans that concerns them 
now is an enlargement of their Board of Direct- 
ors from nine to thirteen members, The four new 
places are to be filled, it is explained, by gentle- 
men of promineuce having property interests in 
Fifth-avenue and whose identification with the 
enterprise will be taken as a guarantee of honest 
management and business methods. lt is also 
probable that a few of the present Board of’ 
Directors will resign, s0 as to make room for 
other men more intimately connected with the 
proverty along the line. “The old-fashioned 
element,”’ to quote & supporter of the enter- 
prise, from South Fifth-avenue and Washing- 
ton-square will be given a representative in the 
newly organized board; another Director will 
be put in to represent the old school citi- 
zens from Washington-square to Fourteenth- 
street, who _—ihave resisted the drift 
of fashion up town; a_ representative 
will be chosen also from the commercial district 
between Fourteenth and Twenty-third streets, 
and another will come from between Twenty- 
third and Forty-second streets, qa district do- 
scribed in the company’ memorandum as 
largely composed of property holders who are 
ust going uorthward. Inall this line, up to 
‘orty-second-street, itisclaimed by the com- 
pany that there isalarge majority of the prop- 
erty owners in favor of arailway. Canvasser 
have been hard at work on this territory fo 
some days and report progress which a Director 
yesterday described as “astonishing.” 

It would seem, however, that there is back- 

wardness as to pushing the canvass further up 
town. Some hotel men who have been depeud- 
ed upon to approve and help forward the enter- 
prise have suddenly been found decidedly op- 
»0sea to the projected road. Mr. A. 8. Haten, 
ir. I. B. Newcombe, und others interested in 
the road wero in conference with representa- 
tives of the opposition at the Windsor Hotel last 
night, though nothing was effected beyond an 
intormal expression of opinion on both sides as 
to the general feasibility of street cars on the 
avenue. 

*One of the strongest objections urged 
aguinst the road,” said a friend of the company, 
‘is that it will render further driving impossi- 
ble upon the avenue. But we hope to put this 
objectiorw out of the way by adopting a rail 
which will present no obstacles whatever to 
wheeling on the gvenue. In Paris they have 
rails which do not cutup thestreet orimpede 
driving; we can lay similar rails here, such 
practically, for instance, as are now used by 
the Forty-second street line where it crosses 
Fifth-avenue, tne flat iron bed being barely 
grooved. Weare experimenting in this direc- 
tian now."

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SENSATIONA!L CASE IN NEWPORT. 
Newport, R. I., Oct. 16.—The municipal 
authorities received instructions to-day from 
Attorney-General Colt to exhume the body of 
Benjamin Burton, with a view to holding an in- 
quest to determine wnether be was murdered. 
Burton was a prominent colored man and had a 
large express business. On ‘Tuesday of last 
week he was found in his house dying fram the 
effects ot pistol shot wounds in his head and 
breast.

THD JORSEY CENTRAL LEASE. 


PariapErets, Oct. 16.—George H.'Robe-- 


son, representing the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey,.re-examined George O. Waterman, one 
of the company’s accountants, berore the Ex- 
“aminer, George M. Dallas, in the petition of that 
company for a revocation of its lease to 
the Reading Railroad Company. Mr. Water- 
man said that of the assets which were on the 
Jersey Central’s books on June l, 1884, all had 
been collected except about $88, and some of 
that had been collected by the Reading. He did 
not know how much. When Mr. Robeson con- 
cluded Mr. Kaercher subjected the witness to 
a . further cross-examination. He _ admit- 
ted that the interest collected by the 
Reading Company, aud of which no account 
had been furnished the Central Company, was 
upon what the Reading claims were assets 
turned over to that company with the lease. 
Henry S. Little, the President of the Central 
Railroad Company of New-Jersey, stated that 
at the time of the lease of the property to the 
Reading the floating debt of the com- 
pany was $2,062,000, The company then 
2 pe $5,000,000 of assets and $3,000,- 

worth of bonds was handed over. by 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany. At present these securities, if sold at 
Market price, would not pay the debt. Mr. 
Little testified further that since the lease to 
the Reading Railroad the Central’s floating 
debt has been reduced something like $400,000. 
Under the supposition that they had paid 
off the floating debt to the amount of $600,- 
000, Mr. Little delivered to the Reading 
Company that amount of debenture bonds, but 
he eee learned that only $400,000 had 
been paid off. Under further examination by 
Mr. Robeson, Mr. Little said that the company 
wasin default because it could not touch its 
own earnings, except as directed by the Read- 
ing Company. Proceedings against the Central 
Company had already been begun on account of 
the judgement bonds on this account. An ad- 
journment was taken until next Friday.

RocuHestrer, N. Y., Oct. 16.—The fore- 
closure sale of the Rochester and Pittsburg 
Railroad took place to-day. The property was

Company; the 89,600 shares of the stock of the

John M. Davy, under the decree of what 
court he was offering the property for sale. Mr. 
Davy said it was under a decree of the Supreme 
Court of New-York. Mr. Olmsted then, in behalf 
of certain stockholders, forbade the sale with- 
outa decreeof a Pennsy)vania court, and warned 
any persons who might purchase the stock 
of the road or any portion of it that they would 
ao so at their peril. The sale then proceeded. 
The steam canal boats were struck o1f to Mr. 
Peckham for $25,000: the 187 shares of Fast 
Buftalo Terminal Company’s stock to him for 
$25,000; the 39,600 shares of the coal and iron 
company to Mr. Peckham for $500,000, und he 
took the remainder of property for $500,000. The 
whole amount realized from the sale of the pro- 
perty in lots not amounting to the sum due 
under the decree, the entire property was then 
again offered in bulk in accordance with the 
terms of sale. Upon this, Adrian Iselin bid 
$1,100,000, and it was struck off to him at that 
tigure. Both Mr. Peckham and Mr. Iselin repre- 
sented the bondolders. The amount due under 
the decree was about $2,040,000, with interest, 
leaving a deficiency of about $1,000,000. 


THE FUTURE OF READING. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16.—The reorganiza- 
tion Trustees of the Reading Railroad Company 
at their meeting to-day reported that the ac- 
ceptances to the plan of foreclosure proposed 
under the generat income and consolidated 
mortgages were sufiicient to warrant the ap- 
pDiication to court.

WISCONSIN CENTRAL PLANS. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 16.—The Wisconsin Central 
having failed in its efforts to get into Chicago 
over the Indiana and Belt Line Railroad is now, 
it is alleged, again negotiating with the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul with a viewto obtain- 
ing for the desired purpose the Chicago 
and Evanston, which 3s controlled by the 
Milwaukee and 8st. Paul. It is claimed 
that the Wisconsin Central offered to 
buy the Chicago and Evanston outright, but 
thought that $4,000,000, which the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul wanted for the road, was a little too 
steep, especially as it would, in addition, have to 
pay rent to the Milwaukee and St. Paul for 
other terminal facilities. Negotiations between 
the companies have not, however, been aban- 
doned, and it is thought possible that an ar- 
rangement may be entered into.

RUNNING TO THE BOUNDARY. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Oct. 16.—As the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway will be running in a tow 
weeks from the Aclantic to the Pacitlo Ocean it 
is understood that the restriction placed upon 
construction of lines from points in the North- 
west and Manitoba to the international bound- 
ary, to connect with the American railway sys- 
tem, will be withdrawn. In view of this Sir A. 
T. Galt, formerly Finanee Minister of the Do- 
minion, givea official notice that he will apply to 
Parliament next session for a charter to con- 
struct a line from the coal tields 1n Manitoba to 
the international boundary line in the direction 
of Fort Benton, Montana.

THE DEADLY SHEARS. 


A BARBER’S ASSISTANT COMMITS MURDER 
IN A STREET QUARREL. 

While Virginia Lauretica, an Italian 
girl, was passing through North Second-street, 
near Seventh-street, Brooklyn, about 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, she heard a man cry: ** My 
God! I am stabbed!’ and on looking around 
saw a man fall to the sidewalk, while a second 
man, clad in a brown cardigan jacket, disap- 
peared around the corner. At the same time a 


third man, with a razor in his hand, ran into the 
barber's shop of Raphael Carbone, at 272 North 
Second-street. Analarm was given at once, and 
Was responded to by Capt. Woglom, who ar- 
rested the young woman and the man who was 
seen entering the barber's shop. The wounded 
man was conveyed to St. Catharine's Hospital, 
where he died at 3 o’clock. 

Carbone said that the murdered man was a 
frequenter of his shop, and was rather quarrel- 
some in disposition. He came into his shop 
s00n after noon and began quarreling and was 
putout. He returned soon afterward and re- 
newed the quarrel with his murderer, who was 
one of the barber's assistants. After an ex- 
change of epithets the murdered man, who was 
known as Russ, made a pass at the barber, who 
was known to Carbone as Inano. They clinched’ 
and the latter then left off shaving his cus- 
tomer and the pair went out to the sidewalk. In 
a few moments Inano returned to the shop, but 
immediately ran out. He is descriped as a 
ser thickset man, with red hair and mus- 
tache. 

The surgeons who made an examination of 
the murdered man are of the opinion that the 
murder was committed with a pair of barber's 
shears, which Inano snatched from a nail as he 
went out in the street with Russ. Up’to a late 
-hour last night the police had not:succeeded in 
arresting the murderer. 





LORD BUTE’S MAGNIFICENT HOME. 
From the London World. 

The rebuilding of Mountstuart, Lord 
Bute’s place near Rothesay, has now been com-: 
pleted, and it is one of the most magnificent 
mansionsin Great Britain. The houses covers 
an acre, and isin the medimval Gothic style of 


the thirteenth century. The walls, turrets, and 
balconies are built of stone, brought from a 
quarry in Kirkcudbrightshire. In the centre is 
an immense tower 120 feet high, with a wide 
balcony all round the top. The great hall is 
constructed entirely of alabaster and the rarest 
marbles, with columns and a gallery; and the 
= staircase is also of marble brought from 
Sicily and Carrara. The drawing rooms are 
paneled withj walnut, and beautifully decorated, 
and so are the dining rooms, the largest 
of which accommodates 80 guests. The 
ceilings and chimney pieces of all these 
rooms are most artistic, and so also are 
the windows, the work of which is extremely 
elaborate. There are three immense libraries 
and a billiard ruom, all with carved stone fire- 
places of antique design. Inone wing are Turk- 
ish andswimming baths, and there are large 
conservatories, and a private chapel is now 
building. The whole house is heated by hot 
water pipes and lighted throughout by incan- 
descent lamps. The furniture is now being 
placed, and in the gallery will be hung the fa- 
mous Luton Hoo collection of pictures, which 
have recently been exhibited at Bethnal Green, 
Glasgow, and Manchester. The building, decorat- 
ing, and furnishing of this place have cost near- 
ly amillion. Lord and Lady Bute, who h&ve: 
peen staying for some time at Chiswick, will 
now make Mountstuart their principal resi- 
dence, and it is expected that they will pass the 
Winter there.

ARGUMENTS PRESENTED. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—In the Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day the following business was 
transacted: No. 1,117—Three trunks, containing 718 
dozen kid gloves, &c., Sampson Levy, claimant, plain- 
tiffin error. vs.the United States. In error to the Cir- 
oult Court of United State:, for the Southern District 
of New-York; on motion of Mr. Solicitor-General 
Goode, docketed and dismissed. No. 828—G. Derosset 
Lamar, Executor, &., plaintiff in error, vs. Hugh Mc- 
Culloch; argument continued by Mr. George Ticknor 
Curtis for the plaintiff in error, by Mr. Attorney- 
Genefal Garland for the defendafht in error, and 
concluded by Mr. Curtis for plaintiff in er- 
ror. No. 427—The Cincinnati, New-Orleans and 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company, plaintiff in error, vs. 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky. No. 498—The Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company, plaintiff in 
error, vs. the Commonwealth of Kentucky, No. 490— 
The Chesapenke, Ohlo and Southwestern Railroad 
Company, plaintiff in error, vs. the Commonwealth of

A. Duvall for defendant in error. 

Cases Nos. 497, 494, and 499 involve the same queés- 
tions and are briefed together. Tha questions of con- 
stitutional law upon which the plaintiffs in error insist 
the three judgments of the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
should be reversed arise out of an act of the Kentucky 
Legislature rejating to the assessment and taxation of 
the property of railroad companies and acts amendatory 
thereto, which acts, they assert, are repugnant to and 
in conflict with the Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of Kentucky. AttorneyGeneral 
Hardin, of Kentucky, in his brief for defendant in 
error, sa#ys there is no issue of fact in the vlead- 
ings. It is admitted that the assessments were 
made as provided in the law; nor is itt Gon- 
tended by the appellants that these assessments 
were too high, nor that they were notin fact just as 
reasonable and equitable. Appellants insist that the 
claim fot taxes against them is illegal, null, and void 
because the act{iproviding for their assessments and 
taxation did not give them a right of notice,a right of 
hearing, ‘a right of offering testimony to show 
true value, and a right of appeal from un- 
just or erroneous’ valuation. ‘The leadings 
admit that they had notice; they had a hearing: they 
offered testimony; their testimony was considered, and 
there is no issue made as to the justice or correctness of 
the valuation, Under this state of pleadings they ask the 
court to relieve them from taxation altogether by de-

WINNERS IN RUNNING, JUMPING, AND 
THROWING THE HAMMER. 

The twenty-seventh field meeting of the 
Columbia College Athletic Association was held 
yesterday afternoon on the grounds of the New- 
York Athletic Club, at Mott Haven. A score or 
more of young athletes in striped jerseys and 
knickerbockers ornamented the track before the 
grand stand, interspersed with judges, timers, 
starters, and marshals, all bedecked with gay 
badges of office. A few young ladies were divid- 
ed among the college boys in tho grand stand, 
and it was with evident pleasure and frequent 
applause that they watched the contestants run, 
jump, ride bicycles, and do several other 
things. The opening event was a dash of 
100 yards, in which there were 10 entries, 
the contestants being divided into two 
heats. The first trial left C. H. Mapes, W. 
H. Aldridge, C. Randolph, and J. 8. Sutphen, 
to try the final heat.

In commenting upon Senatorial nomi- 
nations the other day we spoke of Mr.

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CINCINNATI ELECTION FRAUDS. 


The people of Cincinnati are greatly ex- 
cited over the frauds upon the ballot box 
which were committed at the election in 
that city on Tuesday. If the reports we 
have received are true, they have good 
reason for their wrath, but they will be 
very foolish if they do not confine its ex- 
pression to vigorous but lawful ef- 
forts to secure the punishment of 
the perpetrators. Crimes against the 
right of suffrage are the meanest as 
well as the most dangerous of political 
offenses. In the long run, there is noth- 
ing to be gained by them for the party 
which they are intended to benefit, any 
more than there is by any other form of 
crime. A political party can afford to 
suffer defeat, but it cannot afford to bear 
the reputation of seeking power by un- 
scrupulous and dishonorable methods, 
Even though zealous partisans _be- 
lieved that great public interests would 
be endangered or deeply injured by 
the success of their opponents, they 
could not justify themselves in counte- 
nancing election frauds as a means of 
averting the danger or the injury. The 
majority must rulein this country, and 
when the consequences are bad, as they 
sometimes are, the only resource is to en- 
dure them until the majority is sufficient- 
ly enlightened or sufficiently awakened to 
apply the remedy. 

But in this case there is no pretense 
that evil is done that good, even of a tem- 
porary character, may come. An effort 
was made to defeat the will of the people 
by a disreputable gang, incited and con- 
trolled by selfish men seeking, not the pub- 
lic good, but their own personal advance- 
ment. Their methods cannot be counte- 
nanced or even excused by decent Demo- 
crats in Cincinnati or elsewhere. The 
offenders are not a party but a few 
reckless men who, by corrupt means, 
tampered with the machinery of election 
in the hope of gaining their own ends by 
shameful frauds. Their principal insti- 
gator appears to be the unscrupulous ed- 
itor of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who has 
done more to debauch the politics of Ohio 
and disgrace the party which he professes 
to support than any other half dozen men 
in the State. His object was to promote 
his own election to the United States Sen- 
ate, where his presence would be a calam- 
ity tothe cause of good government and 
decent politics. It is to be hoped that 
the committee of citizens who has under- 
taken the work of vindicating the law 
andthe rights of the people will not be 
deterred from any effort that may be pos- 
sible to fix upon him the responsibility 
for his conduct, and to exact the fullest 
penalty for his acts. 

A failure to enforce the laws against 
other crimes led not so very Jong ago to 
an outbreak of indignation in the city of 
Cincinnati, which resulted in shameful and 
destructive riot. If election frauds are per- 
mitted to go unpunished, they may yet 
culminate in similar attempts to work 
vengeance where justice is denied. It is 
a perilous thing thus to provoke a popula- 
tion to break over the barriers of legal re- 
straint, for it lets loose the elements of law- 
lessness that delight in scenes of violence. 
A timely and determined stand for the en- 
forcement of the penalties for violated 
law and outraged right will be the best 
means for averting such a calamity, while 
it will at the same time put a check upon 
the evil which rouses the popular indig- 
nation. 

But what Cincinnati most needs is bet- 
ter safeguards for the right of suffrage 
and the purity of the ballot box. This 
city years ago went through the experi- 
ences which Chicago and Cincinnati have 
but lately attained and it led to the enact- 
ment of election laws which last year 
stood a test such as can seldom come. 
When the election of the whole country, 
involving a change of party control for 
the first time in twenty-four years, turned 
upon a few hundred votes here, the whole 
weight of the struggle for ascendency was 
not sufficient to break a single ballot box 
or falsify a single vote. This was due 
to the fact that registration was complete 
and final some days before election, that 
both parties had the legal right to repre- 
sentation in every polling place, that vot- 
ing must cease at a certain hour, and the 
ballots be then and there counted and 
destroyed, and the returns made without 
adjournment or delay. The result was 
fixed the same night in every vot- 
ing precinct without a chance of con- 
sultation or collusion or of subsequent 
tampering. Once the returns were made, 
there was no power to change them be- 
yond the correction of errors on their face, 
This, with severe penalties for any infrac- 
tion or neglect of the requirements of the 
law, has put an end to election frauds 
here. The lesson should be accepted wher- 
ever it is needed, and Ohio is one of the 
States which clearly needs the ironclad 
protection for the ballot box which New- 
York has adopted. 








WILL STERLING APPLY? 

A competitive examination for the po- 
sition of Weigher will be held at the 
rooms of the Board of Examiners for the 
Customs Service in the Post Office Build- 
ing on Friday, Oct. 30.

Then Mr. STERLING would also have to 
give the certificates of four “citizens of 
good character and standing,” each one 
declaring that ‘‘ said applicant is to my 
knowledge of exemplary habits, of good 
moral character and capacity, and of good 
repute, and I would not refuse to employ 
the applicant in private business by reason 
of his lack of either of the qualifications 
aforesaid.” 








THE BALKAN STRUGGLE. 


Servia has at last crossed the Bulgarian 
frontier in force, and the difficulty of se- 
curing a peaceful solution of the Balkan 
problem is at once greatly increased. Yet 
of the great powers now watching the 
progress of events in the peninsula at 
least four—England, Germany, France, 
and Italy—certainly favor peace. Appar- 
ently it could not be very difficult for 
them to agree on a common line of action 
and to support it with effective strength, 
regardless of the rivalry of Russia and 
Austria for preponderance there. But 
their Ambassadors appeal for more time 
to secure a complete understanding, and 
not one of these powers seems willing to 
take the responsibility of interfering de- 
cisively. The situation, to be sure, is so 
complicated that Governments not imme- 
diately concerned may well hesitate to in- 
tervene. When Serviaand Greece oppose 
Bulgarian unity, and Turkey is also in 
arms to oppose it, and yet the two former 
are eager to attack Turkey, the affair is 
one that the more distant nations must 
have little taste for unraveling. Yet as 
the more distant powers helped make the 
treaty of Berlin they can do better than 
shirk responsibility now. 

England, under Lord BEACONSFIELD, was 
among the foremost to undo in the con- 
gress of Berlin that scheme of Bulgarian 
union which the treaty of San Stefano 
had established. As the Conservatives 
are again in power, and BEACONSFIELD’S 
companion at Berlin is now Premier, one 
might at first suppose that the British 
Government would renew its objections 
to Bulgarian unity and demand the res- 
toration of the treaty status in Roumelia. 
But the elections in Great Britain are 
coming on, and Lord SaLisspury has 
something else to do than to repress the 
movement of a Christian people for race 
unity and for greater freedom from the 
detested Turk. GLADSTONE, FORSTER, the 
Duke of ARGYLL, and other prominent 
British statesmen have been appealed to 
by Roumelians for encouragement, and 
have generally given it. Some of the 
Conservative papers actually accused Mr. 
GLADSTONE of complicity in the Roume- 
lian revolution, and significantly pointed 
to its occurrence on the very day whenhe 
had issued a manifestoin which England’s 
duty to aid the liberties of small States 
in the East was referred to. The Metro- 
politan of Bucharest, PANARET RASCHEFF, 
thanked the Daily News, in behalf of all 
Bulgarians, for its support of the lesser 
nations. Lord SALISBURY cannot now 
wish to enforce that partition of the Bul- 
garian population which he helped to ar- 
range at Berlin, Still it must be admit- 
ted that the Liberal expectations that the 
Roumelian revolt would embarrass the 
Marquis of SaLISBURY have not been ful- 
filled. The London newspaper most 
nearly representing him did at the outset 
pronounce Prince ALEXANDER’S move 
foolish, a violation of European law and 
order, and unendurable; but since then 
Lord SaLISBURY’S own utterance has been 
at once careful and free from embarrass- 
ment. Yet the upshot, after all, is that 
while a Conservative Government is 
always looked to for decided action in 
Eastern affairs, England thus far seems 
to have done little or nothing. 

France also follows the policy of cau- 
tion. No doubt her own elections have 
preoccupied her, but the indifference 
seems ingrained. Popular opinion in- 
clines generally to support England’s di- 
plomacy according to the traditional 
French policy in the Orient. La France 
has urged Turkey to march into Roumelia 
and suppress the revolt before she forever 
loses her frontier, and before Macedonia 
also rises; it even insists that the Balkan 
Peninsula, being made up of mingled races, 
cannot be divided geographically into 
complete nationalities, and that the de- 
parture of the Turk across the Bosphorus 
would be the signal for anarchy and chaos 
in the places he should quit. But in gen- 
eral French opinion seems to wait upon 
events. 

Germany appears no less dilatory and 
The Chancellor presumably 
can count on the support of England and 
Italy in any just solution of the Balkan 
problem, and probably upon that of Aus- 
tria and France. Yet while several con- 
tradictory views have been imputed to 
him, none has been officially promul- 
gated. Italy, although she has a possible 
stake in Albania, which Germany, France, 
and England have not, is as reticent as 
they. : 

The rivalry of Austria and Russia in the 
peninsula, in short, seems to dissuade the 
other great powers from effective inter- 
ference there. It is perhaps felt to be in- 
cumbent on these two to make some move 
to solve the problem. Austria, however, 
is evidently anxious to take or recommend 
no step which might prevent her from 
eventually extending her own domain to 
Salonica, while Russia will put no obsta- 
cle in her path to Constantinople. Thus 
the caution prevailing at Berlin, Paris, 
London, and Rome has hitherto been sup- 
plemented for a different reason by the 
wariness of Vienna and St. Petersburg, 
and meanwhile the little capitals of 
Athens, Belgrade, Bucharest, Sophia, and 
Philippopolis make all the stir and threat- 
en to set Southeastern Europe aflame. 
Evidently something more decisive than 
individual advice to Greece and Servia to 
disarm given by powers not yet acting in

ger of war, now become imminent by the 
impatient moves of Servia. 


RATIONAL TEMPERANCE. 

The problem of checkjng intemperance 
in a society like ours is one of the 
most difficult ever forced on a legis- 
lator. The earnest reformer, seeing the 
fearful evils following in the train of 
alcoholic drinks, finds the most direct and 
certain cure in an absolute prohibition of 
them. Butin a community like ours in 
New-York this is practically impossible. 
Four-fifths of our population are accus- 
tomed from childhood in their native 
countries to the freest possible use of 
them. Those from wine-growing districts 
are used to associate the pleasantest hours 
of home and social life with the un- 
checked enjoyment of these beverages. 
And when reminded of the evils that fol- 
low their abuse they recall a much more 
temperate habit of life than they behold 
here, where law continually seeks to con- 
trol social enjoyments. 

It is very much for the benefit of the 
whole public that a temperance move- 
ment has arisen in this State, and espe- 
cially under the stimulus of the Episcopal 
Church, which recognizes the great prac- 
tical difference between drinking habits, 
and seeks to influence legislation accord- 
ingly. The Church Temperance Society, 
working with the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime and various philanthropic 
citizens, has drawn up an excise bill 
which will be offered to the next Legisla- 
ture. It is the most advanced and reasona- 
ble measure on this subject which has yet 
been presented to that body, and will be 
supported by a very powerful following 
both in this city and the State. The 
prominent feature of the bill is high 
license. In all cities of more than 300,000 
population a liquor license is to cost 
$1,000; in all other cities, towns, and vil- 
lages not less than $500. A wine and 
beer license in cities of more than 300,000 
to be rated at $500, and in other towns and 
villages at $250; malt liquors and cider 
to be sold in large cities for a license 
of $100, and in smaller for $50. The 
percentage of alcohol determines the class- 
ification of these beverages as liquors, 
beer, or wine. It will be seen at once 
that such a provision would entirely break 
up numbers of liquor and beer shops 
throughout the city and State, and would 
throw the others remaining under stricter 
supervision and responsibility. The sale 
of liquors in many small towns would be- 
come impossible, except to be taken home 
or to be used as medicines, 

A new and important 'section of the 
law requires, in all large cities, the publi- 
cation of the name and address of the 
applicant at least one week before the 
license is granted. This gives an oppor- 
tunity to know more fully the character 
of the applicant, especially as other im- 
portant provisions forbid released con- 
victs from holding licenses and any 
premises to be used for liquor selling 
during one year after the license has been 
revoked. These and similar provisions 
will lessen many of the evils from which 
we now suffer in the sale of liquors. 

The sale of liquors to minors or on ex- 
cursion boats or in tenement houses is 
forbidden, and all sale on Sundays or 
election days and between midnight and 
6 o’clock in the morning. A special pro- 
vision also prohibits all sates or gifts of 
liquors in any building where amusements 
or exhibitions are furnished, The custom- 
ary efforts of liquor sellers to conceal their 
business by screens or partitions and by 
the use of side doors are met by severe 
enactments, Debts for intoxicating drinks 
cannot be recovered by suit, except from 
lodgers in a hotel orinn. A protection is 
given to the wife or husband of a drunken 
partner in a section which enables the 
sober one to issue written notices to all 
liquor sellers interested forbidding them 
to sell to the other under a penalty of 
$50 and costs. 

Great care is taken throughout the 
proposed law that no provision infringe 
upon the Civil Damage act or the 
local option law. In general, it may be 
said that this new act is up to the high 
water mark of the most advanced tem- 
perance legislation. Rational reformers 
now throughout the country hold that 
the best laws against drunkenness come 
under the three heads of high license, 
local option, and civil damage penalty. 
Let all in this city interested in lessening 
the fearful evils from intoxication labor 
for this proposed act, which includes these 
principles. 








ELBOW ROOM IN TEXAS. 


The Governor of Texas is determined 
that his descendants shall not be pushed 
into the Gulf of Mexico by a horde of im- 
migrants. Some months ago a gentleman 
who proposed to bring several hundred 
persons into the State and set them at 
work upon unoccupied farming lands ap- 
pealed to him for such aid as he could give 
in a letter favoring a development of the 
State’s agricultural resources. ‘‘I have 
not thought it advisable,” replied the 
Governor, ‘‘to set on foot im- 
migration projects. I am not satis- 
fied that such labor wili redound 
to the prosperity or happiness of ourselves 
or our children. Our descendants will be 
elbowing each other into the seas in order 
to find standing room in the near future. 
We have enough population for self-pro- 
tection.” Now that Gov. IRELAND has 
become a candidate for the United States 
Senate the disappointed immigration agent 
publishes his letter, so that the people may 
know what the Governor’s ideas are about 
the coming struggle for existence in his 
State. 

The area of Texas is 170,099,200 acres, 
The population in 1880 was 1,591,749. In 
that year the average allowance of space 
for each inhabitant was more than 100 
acres. Probably it is not less than 80 
acres now. If there were 40,000,000 per- 
sons in the State the average allowance 
for each would still be more than 4 acres, 
Nevertheless the Governor sees ‘‘in the 
near future” his children fighting there 
for “‘standing room” and falling off the 
edge into the Gulf. 

The Governor’s imagination is surpassed 
only by his foresight and desire to be- 
friend posterity. It may appear, how- 
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have taken place, that the people, un- 
mindful of his regard for their descend- 
ants, have passed by the kind-hearted 
philanthropist and chosen a practical man 
who wastes no time prying into the future. 
ee

THALIA THEATRE. 

The Thalia Theatre was crowded to suf- 
focation last evening on the occasion of the 
first appearance in this country of Herr Ferdi- 
nand Wachtel, son of the well remembered ten- 
or,and an artist who is understood to have 
won a fair measure of favor from German 
audiences abroad. It is no advantage for 
a comediar-or a singer to bear an honored name; 
it may, indeed, excite some curiosity as to his 
merits, and thus secure a degree of attention 
that a stranger could not command, but it 
also suggests comparison ana_ responsibil- 
ity. Consideration of this fact no doubt 
created among many of the _ spectators 
gathered at the Thalia last night a certain feel- 
ing of sympathy for the newcomer, and this 
was intensified by the rather hostile attitude of 
@ portion of the audience—an attitude that 
asserted itself twice or three times in an un- 
generous way, even when the newcomer’s work 


was not of a character tocompel admiration. 
Herr Wachtel’s début was effected in Adam's 
*Postilion of Lonejumeau,” the comic opera 
in which his father originally cracked bis whip 
and emitte@ his vibrant high tones at 
the ancient Stadt Theatre, in this city. 
It cannot be said that the stranger 
produced a very favorable impression, nor is it 
to be recorded that his performance was alto- 
— unsatisfactory. If Herr Wachtel were a 
veginner it might be predicted that he would 
ultimately make his mark. His voice is a ro- 
bust tenor, the chest tones blending natural- 
ly into a wir mizte, reminding one of 
the senior Wachtel’s and extending in this 
semi-falsetto register_ashich asC. In respect 
of pure chest tones Herr Wachtel cannot de- 
pend upon any note above G. But the chief 
drawback to unalloyed enjoyment of his ex- 
ertions lies in the imperfection of his 
method. There fs no light and shade in his sing- 
ing, no half voice,no control of portamento, 
and nothing but an instinctive and inelegant 
style of phrasing. Of skill in song his father re- 
vealed but little; the loveliness of the older art- 
ist’s voice, however, caused one to overlook every 
blemish that showed itself. The son's voice, un- 
luckily, is not sufficiently beautiful to vondone 
for the tenor’s deficiencies as a singer, and out 
or these, and out of his mediocrity as an 
actor, grew yesterday such disappointment 
as was experienced. Yet, as a whole, 
Herr Wachtel’s representation was passable, and 
every now and then be was heartily applauded. 
fhe substitution of Abt's “Gute Nacht, du 
mein herziges Kind’ for the aria at the 
outset of the third act of “The Postil- 
ion” was not felicitous, although sanctioned, as 
to intent, by the fatner’s example. Adam's 
opera, which might be revived as a novelty, so 
completely has it been forgotten by the present 
generation of amusement seekers, was ren- 
dered effectively, though a trifle rough- 
ly. t is full of lively and flowing 
numbers, it does not contain a common- 
lace bar, and it is not as thin asto orches- 
ration as its age would lead one to 
imagine. A very creditable portrayal of 
Madeleine lent to the soprano’s music 
considerable impressiveness, Friulein Norbert 
Hagen assuming the character. She was most 
heartily applauded after the well known air 
trom “Le Pré aux Cleres,” which she sang 
instead of her first air in the second 
act of the opera, and although the andante has 
often been rendered here with more sentiment, 
and the allegro with far greater virtuosity, the 
effort was not unworthy of praise. A capital 
delineation of Biju, by Herr Ludwig Ziemann, 
is also to be cited with commendation. 


ITALIAN OPERA, 

Mr. Mapleson’s prospectus in relation to 
his approaching operatic season at the Academy 
of Music, bearing the imprint of a London 
house, was received in this city yesterday. It is 
a trifle briefer than usual, and quite unpreten- 
tiousin tone. After a short preface, in which 
the manager refers with pardonable pride 
to his seven years’ service of the American 
public, and to the duration of his managerial 
career, which has extended over a quarter 
of a century, Mr. Mapleson proceeds to in- 
troduce his artists. His list of songstresses em- 
braces Mile. Alma Fohstrom, a soprano of good 
repute; Mlle. Dassi, also a new-comer; Mile. 
Dotti, Mile. Felia Litvinoff, presumably trom 
the steppes; Mile. De Vigne, Mile. Bauermeister, 
Mme. Lablache, and Mme, Minnie Hauk. The 
array of tenors_includes Signori Ravelli, Del 
Falco, Bieletto, Rinaldini, and Giannini. The 
baritones are Signori De Anna, Foscani, 
and Del Puente. The bassos are Signori 
Cherubini, Vetta, de Vaschetti, and 
Caracciolo. Mme. Malvina Cavalazzi will, as 
heretofore, lead the dance; and Signor Arditi 
be welcomed once more as conductor of the 
music. The repertoire of the past few years is 
to be drawn upon for mostof the operas to be 
sung, but one genuine novelty is promised in 
shape of Massenet’s **Manon,” of which Mr. 
Mapleson has secured the sole right of perform- 
ance in the United States. ‘* Maritana” is 
also to have its first representation on 
the Italian stage before the season closes. 
Twenty nights of opera are announced, the 
series commencing Monday evening, Nov. 2, 
when “Carmen” will be rendered. The sub- 
scription price of seats is most moderate, only 
$40 for the 20 performances being asked for the 
parquet seats, and seats in the balcony being 
rated at $30. This year, at least, Italian opera 
will be within the reach of the least extravagant 
adnmiirer of astyle of music that will move and 
delight mankind long after reformers, theorists, 
and partisans shall have passed away. 
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WOULD NOT RUN WITH LINCOLN. 





GEN. BUTLER AND THE VICE-PRESIDENCY IN 
1864, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 16.—The Evening 
Record having made a statement that Gen. But~- 
ler declined to run for Vice-President in 1864, 
not because he thought the duties of the 
position thankless, but because he did not 
wish to stand on the same ticket with Lincoln, 
and that statement having been questioned, an 
interview was had to-day with Frank W. Bird, 
who was one of the foremost leaders of the 
Massachusetts Republicans in the campaign of 
that year, and who is personally acquainted with 
Gen. Butler. 

Mr. Bird made the following statements: “I 
made frequent visits to Fortress Monroe in 1864, 
visiting Gen. Benjamin F. Butler. I was there 
early in June of that year. In conversation 
with him one day—this was prior to the as- 
sembling of the Republican National Con- 
vention—the talk turned to the nominations 
to be made there. Butler was opposed 
to the renomination of President Lincoln. That, 
however, was considered settied at that time, 
and our conversation turned to the nomina- 
tion for Vice-President. Butler’s name 
bad been frequently used in connection 
with that nomination. From the  beyin- 
ning to the end of my _ visit Butler 
stated very emphatically that he would not ac- 
cept a nomination, and would not accept it be- 
cause he would not go on to the ticket with Lin- 
coln. I heard not a word from him then of the 
reasons he now gives in his North American Re- 
view article for declining the nomination. 

““T was not a delegate to the Baitimore Con- 
vention, probably for the reason that I was 
known to_be opposed to the renomination of 
President Lincoln. However, I intended to be 
present at the convention on my way home. 
On taking leave of Gen. Butler, he charged me. 
as his friend, to see the Massachusetts delega- 
tion, with all of whom I was. acquainted, 
and to say to them from him that he 
most strenuously refused to allow his name to 
be used as a candidate for Vice-President on the 
ticket with Lincoln, and that if he should be 
nominated he would not accept the nomination. 
lreached Baltimore, I think, on the evening 
of June 7, 1864. On the morning of the 8th, the 
day of the convention, the Massachusetts dele- 
gation met and Butler received 11 votes 
of the 21 delegates present for Vice-President. 
My work, as the av of Gen. Butler, 
commenced on Wedresday morning the 8th, and 
I repeated earnestly to our delegates the direc- 
tions gives me by Butler. On the first ballot 
for Vice-President, in the afternoon of that day, 
Gen. Butler had two votes from Massa- 
chusetis, The vote of the State was as 
follows: Dickinson, ; flamlin, 3; Butler, 
2; Holt, 2 Butier’s total vote in the 
convention was 28. Probably, if it had not 
been for this protest of mine in his behalf. But- 
ler would have been nominated for Vice-Presi- 
dent and would have been President of the 
United States from the date of Lincoln’s death.

NEW-YoORK, Oct. 12, 1885. 
Alfred T. White, Esq.: 

My DgaR Sir: I have read the resolutions of 
the Brooklyn Independent Republican Commit-« 
tee with great pleasure, and trom the expres« 
sion of my views on the present situation, for 
which you ask me, you will see that we are in 
substantial accord. 

The coming election presents itself in two as- 
pects. In the first place, it 1s an election of State 
Officers. We have therefore to select among the 
candidates those whose character, whose past ca- 
reer, and whose known opinions furnish the best 
evidence of their fitness for the positions they are 
to occupy if elected. We have to choose between 
Mr. Davenport and Mr. Hill for the Governor- 
ship. Both have been in conspicuous positions 
which tested their qualities. Mr. Davenport has 
proved himself a man of ability and bigh cbar- 
acter, thoroughly devoted to his public duties, 
and in sincere sympathy with those reform 
movements which aim at the improvement of 
the public service and the elevation of our 
whole political life. Mr. Hill has on many occa- 
sions proved that he looksjupon official power as @ 
means of party service and of personal advance- 
ment,regardiess of the publicinterest.and that he 
isin thorough accord with that class or politicians 
who do all in their power to obstruct and defeat 
a healthy reformation of our public concerns, 
and thus to keep alive those demoraizing prac- 
tices which for so long a period have degraded 
our political life and endangered the public wel- 
fare. They are both partisans, but Mr. Daven- 
es represents the best tendencies, not on!y in 

is own, but in both political parties, and Mr. 
Hiil the worst. 

These are well known facts, which might be 
regarded as sufficient to induce us as citizens of 
New-York, whose duty it is to look to the good 
of,the State, to prefer Mr. Davenport to Mr. Hill. 
The candidates for the other State offices should 
be treated, respectively, according to the same 
principle. 

In the second place, we have to consider how 
the result of our State election may affect 
the general interests of the country. We have 
a President who is honestiy and earnestly en< 
deavoring to carry out certain reforms of the 
highest importance. In this endeavor he is em- 
barrassed and obstructed by a very active ele- 
mentin hisown party, which insists upon the 
distribution of the public offices as spoils, upon 
the organization of the public service as a party 
machine, and upon breaking down whatever 
stands in the way in the shape of laws or reru- 
lations or adopted methods and practices, 
Of: this element Mr. Hill its a recog« 
nized representative. Now, it is clear that, 
if Mr. ill, as a representative anti-reform 
man, is this year defeated in this important 
State of New-York, in which last year another 
Democratic caudidate was victorious as a repre- 
sentative reformer, the anti-reform element 
which seeks to bafie the President’s efforts will 
thereby be materially weakened, and the cause 
of reform will gain new strength. Mr. Hill 
ougnt, therefore, to be defeated. 

But we are toid that President Cleveland him- 
self is going to vote for the Democratic candi- 
dates, Mr. Hill included. This does not change 
the nature of the casein the least. That he is 
ina very difficult situation we all know. it is 
his privilege to reguiate his reiations with his 
party in his own way, and it is our business ag 
friends of reform to do our duty to our cause in 
our way. 

It isa gratifying and asignificant fact that the 
Independents in this State, who last year cut loose 
from their party connections to support Mr, 
Cleveland for the Presidency, this year, without 
any previous consuiation, simply obeying a 
common impulse, recognize their duty upon the 
same principles to support Mr. Davenport for 
the Governorship. But in order to secure to their 
endeavors, which, it is hoped, will be as success- 
fulthis yearas last, their full effect uponthe 
political situation it is important thatthe Inde- 
pendents should act permit their conduct to be 
misinterpreted. 

There bas already been much foolish talk in the 
newspapers about what they call our “change 
of sides,” our “returning to the fold,” and so 
on. It should be generally understood that 
there igon our part no change at all, that we are 
acting upon exactly the same principles this 
year as last; that upon these principies we should 
support Mr. Davenport if he were a Democrat 
and oppose Mr. Hill if he were a Republican; 
that there isno “returning to the fold” this 
year, as there was no going into a fold Jast yeur, 
and that we shall be found ready, in the future 
as in the present and the past, tosupport the 
Davenports as against the Hills under whatever 
party names they may appear. 

It_shouid further be understood that while 
the Independents will suport Mr. Davenport for 
the Governorship, they protest most emphat- 
ically against the unjust attacks made upon 
President Cleveland in the Kepubiican platform, 
as well as against those declarations which are 
designed to make party capital by a revivul of 
sectional prejudice and ill-feeling between the 
North and the South. That President Cleveland 
has}made mistakes no candid man will deny; but, 
on the other hand, no candid man can deny that 
he has rendered the cause of reform very great 
service. The professions of Republican poli- 
ticians in favor of civil service reform would 
deserve and receive much more confidence 
if, while censuring rea! mistakes or viola- 
tions of correct principle, they proved 
themselves at the same time willing to encour- 
age with just recognition all the good that is 
done and ali the bonest efforts that are made in 
the right direction, no matter under what party 
auspices. And as to the Southern question, 
everybody knows that there has beenof late 
years an immensg change for the better in the 
South; that the disunion feeling of old times hag 
entirely yielded to anew national spirit: that 
the condition of the colored people as to their 
prosperity and the protection ot their rights, as 
well as the relations between the two races, is 
now much more eatisfactory than it ever hag 
been; that meetings of co!ored men in the South 
themselves | ps neee against the demagogic clamor 
in the North about their wrongs; that the exist- 
ence of the evils denounced by Republican poli- 
ticians would only prove the failure of the Re- 
publican Party duriug its long possession of 
power to remedy them, and thatif restored to 
power it would let things go just as they are go- 
ing. Their denunciatory taik about the South 
is, therefore, more then idle—itis as an incentive 
to sectional animosities for tie benefit of a par- 
ty, vicious and unpatriotic clap-trap. And the 
Independents do not desire their support of Mr. 
Davenport to be construed asapproving any- 
thing of the sort. 

In defining the position of the Independents, 
as every one of them would define it, I do not 
mean to say that they renounce forever all more 
permanent party attachmeits. On thecontrary, 
they look forward to the time when such at- 
tachments may be again advisabie. But at 
present we are passing through a period of 
transition. There are no clearly defined differ- 
ences ot principle or policy between the two 
great parties. Their plattorms, except in their 
mutual denunciations, read remarkably alixe. 
The question between them which most con- 
cerns the public interest is mainly that of good 
administration. The issue between them in thig 
respect is not made up by their platform de 
clarations, but practically, by their nominations 
of candidates. These nominations have been on 
either side sometimes good and sometimes bad, 
which indicates that they are not made 
according to a fixed standard. <As lon 
as this condition of things prevails we shail 
render the best service to the  pub- 
lic interest by supporting in each case the 
best men representing the best methodag, regard- 
less of party. The more a party identifies itself 
with the reforms aimed at, the steadier the In- 
dependents will be inthe support of its candle 
dates. A party, old or new, muking itself in its 
organization, as well as its professed principles 
a trustworthyichampion of these reforms, would 
count them among its most faithfu: members, 
And when at last these reforms shall have be~ 
come 60 firmly rooted in the laws of the Repubs 
lic andthe practices of our political life that 
they cease to be un issue in our elections, differs 
ences of opinion on other subjects will form the 
dividing line,and the Independents no doubt 
will attach themselves to this or that party ac 
cording to the opinions they hold on the queg- 
tions then most imp«rtant. Much will be done, 
Lapprehend, toward bringing on so auspicious 
a condition of things by practically demone- 
strating to the satisfaction of both political par- 
ties that on either side the Davenports can and 
the Hills can not be elected to high office. Sine 
cerely yours, Cc.

EXPOSING HAVER'S WAYS 


FURNISHING EVIDENCE OF BLACK- 
MAIL, 

TESTIMONY OF ONE WHOM HE TRIED TO 

VICTIMIZE—CONFRONTED WITH EIS 

OWN LETTERS AND FORMER EMPLOYES. 

Louis P. Haver, the owner of Thompson's 
Bank Note Reporter, could not withstand the 
leveling influences of two nights’ lodging in the 
Tombs, and the air of 4isdain with which he re- 
garded the selection of a jury on Wednesday had 
disappeared when he was brought by an officer 
to Recorder Smyth’s court yesterday morning to 
stand trial on charges of blackmail. Indeed, 
Haver settled himself lowin a chair behind ex- 
Judge Fullerton on entering the court room, 
and was noticeably humble and unobtrusive 
throughout the day. His clerk, Callinan, who is 
jointly indicted with him, and two or three oth- 
ers sat near him during both the morning and 
niternoon sessions of the court. Haver read a 
newspaper, and the others smiled when Assistant 
District Attorney Fitzgerald began to present 
the case to the jury, but they were serious be- 
fore the opening ended, and the drift of the day's 
testimony was enough to make them all doleful. 
Both Mr. Fullerton and Mr. Jackson, Haver's 
counsel, taxed their ingenuity in cross-examina- 
tion to show that jealousy on the part of the 
publishers of bank note papers had prompted 
the charges against Haver. Their efforts only 
weakened the defense and brought out new and 
strong facts tor the people. 

In his opening, Mr. Fitzgerald said that as the 
case was somewnat different from the ordinary, 
he felt bound to explain at some length the nat- 
ure of the offenses charged in the indictment. 
He read the statutory definitions of blackmai! 
and libel. Haver's offense, he explained, was 
the species of blackmail known as publishing or 
conniving at publishing a libel—threatening libel 
for the purpose of extorting money. In his re- 
cital of facta, Mr. Fitzgerald said that Haver 
bad come into possession of a paper which for 
many years had been a standard authority 
upon matters of interest to banks. Twenty-five 
years ago, when the paper belonged to John 
Thompson, whose name it had always borne, 
not a leading bank or banger would be without 
it. It was an honest publication until Haver 


got hold of it, when a large scheme of black- 
mail was devised by him and carried out. The 
cleverness of the scheme lay in the fact that the 
individual instances of extortion were small in 
amount, but very large in the aggregate. Mr. 
Fitzgerald explained Haver’s habit of sending 
out sample copies of the paper, following them 
up after a tew months by bills for subscriptions, 
and then nagging the banks or persons to whom 
such bills were sent by threatening, as a penalty 
for non-payment, to pubiish alleged rumors 
agaiost the standing of a bank or the character 
ot its officers or shareholjders. As nothing was 
50 important to bankers as high character, this 
species of annoyance was the most serious that 
could be employed. : 

Toucning the counts of the indictment under 
consideration—two counts charging blackmail 
and the third cbarging the offense of causing 
annoyance—Mr. Fitzgerald said the indictment 
bad been found under a tormer District Attor- 
ney, the present administration taking up the 
case aS it had been left over. Ali that was 
wanted was a just disposition of the case, re- 
rardiess of technicalities of the indictment. 
“We have been put to mnch trouble and ex- 
pense,” he went on, “to get witnesses. Some of 
them had to be brought trom a distance. Others, 
oo whom we must rely to connect Haver with 
the letters, have been or are yetin his employ, 
and may naturally be reluctant, through feur 
or trom other motives, to tell what they know. 
The question uppermost in this case is whether 
a reputable business, dependent more than any 
other, perhaps, upon the truthfulness of re- 
ports, cannot be protected against the assaults 
of blackmailers. I trust you will hear us out, 
and will bring in a verdict that will consign this 
blackmailer to a place where he will not have 
an opportunity to continue a vocation that Sis 
more to be despised than that of a common 
robber, for it is a robber of character.” 

Frank A. Griffin, of the Clyde Exchange Bank, 
of Clyde, Kan., was Mr. Fitzgerald’s first wit- 
ness. Tbe indictment was drawn on his com- 
plant. His story fairly illustrated Hever’s 
practices. He received a sample of Haver’s 
paper, and was afterward annoyed by subscrip- 
tion bills, dunning letters, and threats of libel. 
He answered the letters, denying that he had 
subscribed to the paper, and refusing to pay 
what he didn’t owe. Finally, he sent the corre- 
spondence to Lawyer William .G. Peckham, of 
this city. It was produced by Mr. Fitzgerald, and 
Mr. Griffin identified it. There were 13 letters in 
the package, two or three of them written by 
the witness, and the rest originating at Haver’s 
office. One of the letters was under date of 
Merch 3, 1884. The date and signature were 
stamped inredink. The body of ,the letter, in 
type writer, read as follows: 

“Herewith we return bill with the request that you 

y. Wenote all you sayon that postal card. We 
he had the same experience with other bankers who 
asked for one sample card and managed to receive a 
dozen more ana thentried toevade payment. We 
again request that you pay or we will make it hot for 
you. You may construe this ase threat if you de- 
sire, but if you are not a fit banker we are not going to 
let you force the public into believing that you are. 
We owe it to the community to show up such bunkers.” 

Here is another sample, dated Dec. 6, 1883 : 

“ Your letter, Nov. 27, 1833, received and contents 
noted. Wehave your acknowledgment of receiving 
the papers, which is quite enough. All we ask is that 
you pay for what you received. We are not anxious 
to send or to recommend you or to have anything to do 
with you, and we avain ask youto pay. Uniess you de- 
zire us to communicate with your Directors, will do so 
and suave yourself and us further trouble. Due, $2.” 

The style of thisletter was like the other. 
Pinned to it was this slip, taken from a stock 
Haver kept on band: 

* Newspaper laws: Any person who takes the paper 
regu.ariy trom the Post Office, whether he is asub- 
scriber or whether directed to him or not, is responsi- 
ble forthe pay. Thecourts have decided that reiusing 
pewspapers und periodicals trom the Post Office or re- 
moving ana Jeuying them uncalled for is prima facie 
evidence of intentional fraud.” 

Mr. Griffin replied to this that he had not or- 
dered the paper and was not to be blackmailed. 
If Haver had a letter ordering the paper, the 
best thing he could do was to attach the letter 
to a bill and send the bill on tor collection in 
that way to the rival bank at Clyde, or to any 
pne there, and at the same time jay the matter 
betore Mr. Griffin's Directors. ‘** Until then,” 
Mr. Griffin wrote, “*I shall not pay you a nickel 
f you send bills until eternity. If you did beat 
the State bank you can’t do the same with me,”* 

In another letter Mr. Griffin wrote, addressing, 
as usual, not Haver, but the Thompson Bank 
Note Reporter Company, whom alone he knew: 
‘“ | write again that you may see what contempt- 
ible and corsummate asses you have made of 

ourselves. I presume you think you will not 

e exposed. Ali l have to say to you is to pub- 
lish what you have agalnst me if you dare. 
Then | will proceed agsinst you for blackmail 
and we will see which of us will get it hot.” 

Clara Tutterton, the second witness, was an 
amanuensis for Haver for two years, endinga 
yearego. He used to dictate letters to her, and 
whatever she did was by his direction, rarely by 
that ot any one else. She identified slips selected 
from among the exhibits put in while Mr. Grif- 
fin was a witness as being similar to slips that 
pbe bad often seen at Haver’s office. On some 
of the exhibits she recognized herown hand- 
writing. 

Lawyer Peckham brougbt some light when he 
took the witness stand on the way Haver was 
exposed. He had seen all the letters In the Grit- 
fin packet,.because they had been sent to bim. 
Hethought he bad seen at least 500 copies of 
one of the slips within a year and a half. 
His attention was first called to Haver, 
he explained, by Stephen HR. Nor- 
man, of the National Exchange Bank of 
Newport, whom Haver had tried to victimize. 
Then he was retained by Johu Thompson, Presi- 
dent of the Chase National Bank and the first 
owner of Haver'’s paper. Mr. ‘'hompson had 

eard what Haver was doing and: didn’t want 

ig name associated with any such enterprise. 
After this, Mr. Peckbam’s employment having 
been announced in some of the bank note pub- 
lications, he was addressed on the general sub- 
~~ by many banks and bankers, but he was not 

n the paid employ of any one except Mr. Nor- 
man and Mr. Thompson. 

“Name some of the persons who addressed 
you,” Mr. Fullerton said in cross-examination. 

“It would take half the morning to do it.” 

“ Were you not retuined by the bank note pub- 
lication firm of Underwood & Co. ?” 

“No. I had several interviews at my office 
with Mr. Underwood, but was notin hisemploy.” 

“Of course not,” Mr. Fullerton responded 
puavely: * but is it not a fact that Underwood’s 
publivation is a rival of Haver’s ?” 

“1 don’t think Underwood or anybody else 
wanted to rival Haver,” Mr. Peckham answered, 
warmly. 

“Were the two not issuea for the same pur- 
pose 7” a 

**No. Haver’s was issued for fraud, and the 
other had an honest purpose.” 

“ But ostensibly 7” 

“Not ostensibly, for Haver’s purpose was 
clear—” 

* Yes, and Underwood's purpose was to break 
him up, was it not?” 

“It was. He wanted to break him up and 
send him to jail.” 

Mr. Peckham then described Haver’s methods, 
in regarc to which he bad been posted by per- 
sonal interviews with a great many persons and 
by bundreds of letters, at least a bushel. 

“Will you be kind enougn,” Mr. Fullerton 
asked, “to bring into court some of Haver’s 
publications that you bave described ?"* 

“Ithink I have some of them here now,” was 
the obliging reply, whereupon Mr. Peckham 
produced a big bundle, which he opened and 
handed over a stack of copies of Haver’s 

r, remarking that he had better ones at his 
office and asking if he should bring them. “ Yea, 
bring all you've got.” Mr. Fullerton said, “ and 
ali your neighbors bave and your neighbors’ 
friends.” 

After recess Mr. Peckham found a few more 
copies in his big bundle. “ Here is one that at- 
tacks the Chemical Bank because it wouldn't 
subscribe,” be said. Mr. Fullerton objected to a 
description of the papers, and the rest wore 
handed over witbout remark. Most of the after- 
noon was given to putting the letters, of which 
samples are given above, in e nce, the de- 
#ense objecting to each on the zround_ 





that they had not been sufficiently identified 
and were irrelevant and incompetent. Recorder 
Smyth thought otherwise, and let them all in. 

Joseph Francis, who worked for Haver from 
October, 1883, until last March, said Haver had 
80 type writer operators a month, because when- 
evera girl came into the office who was bright 
enough to understand what was going on Haver 
put herout. Mr. Francis said he came from 
Fulton, N. Y., where be had edited a paper, to 
gointo Haver’s employ. He left him because 
Haver wanted him to do objectionable work. 
Since he left him he nad received a letter from 
tbe Cashier of the First National Bank of Ful- 
ton asking when Haver was to be tried, as 
he wanted tocome on to testify. The witness 
said his feelings toward Haver had not 
changed since he first met him. Mr. Jackson 
pressed him to know if he did not have 
a suit against Haver. He had not, Mr. Francis 
replied, but he hadaclaim of $1,000 against 
Haver for holding Haver’s property. When 
Haver was indicted he transferred the property 
to Francis and promised to give him $1,000 for 
caring for it, Saver refused to meet the claim 
when it was presented. Then Francis put the 
claim into the hands of a lawyer for settlement. 
The property isstillin Francis’s name. Haver 
will remain in the Tombs until Monday, when 
the trial will go on. 





TEEMER IN TRAINING. 


PREPARING FOR THE RACE WITH HANLAN 
ON THE PLEASURE ISLAND COURSE. 

Troy, N. Y., Oct. 16.—John Teemer, of 
McKeesport, Penn., who is to row a three-mile 
race with Hanlan over the Pleasure Island 
course, commenced practicing to-day, making 
his headquarters at the Cohoes Clubhouse. 
Teemer is accompanied Dy Wallace Ross, his 
trainer, and Mr. Volkes, nis backer. The prac- 
tice will be over the Cohoes course until Oct. 22, 
when it will be changed to Pleasure Island. 
Teemer and Ross will row twice a day. 

Teemer said to-day, ‘*I like the Cohoes course 
better than I do the Pleasure Island course. The 
manner in which the course at Pleasure Island 
was flagged off for the race of Thursday gavo a 
decidea advantage to whoever secured the 
choice of water. In the contest between Han- 


lan and myself I will insist upon having the 
course flagged out in the centre of the river. In 
the Courtney and Conley race with Hosmer and 
Gaudaur the latter would have won the race had 
they had the inside course instead of the out- 
side. As regards the race of Thursday, I must 
say that Courtney ana Conley were tairly beat- 
en, and that the contest was lost through Con- 
ley’s inattention when the word ‘Go’ was given, 
ana because they had the hard course. A paper 
boat would not have helpedthem. They would 
have lost any way. Hanlan is a great oarsman, 
but he was fairly beaten in his Australian con- 
test with Beach. My record in a single for three

MR, INGRAHAM WINS HIS SUIT. 


PUTNAM, EARLE & CO. 


BILL. 

HartTrorpD, Conn., Oct. 16.—The with- 
drawal of the suit of George E. Ingraham 
against Putnam, Earle & Co., of New-York, 
from the Supreme Court docket attracts atten- 
tion to a case which has an unusual record. 
Four years ago Putnam, Earie & Co. established 
a branch office in this city, with William G. 
Morgan as manager. A considerablo amount of 
business was done, and finally Morgan was taken 
inasapartner. Subsequently it was learned 
that he had kept two sets of books here, and by 
making false entries;had imposed upon custom- 
ers by speculating with or using their funds 


himself and making misrepresentations to 
them. For example, he would pretend to 
buy on margin and put the money in 
his own pocket and cali upon customers 
for more margin and use tbat for his own pur- 
poses. He was detected, found guilty upon 
trial, and sentenced to State Prison, where he 
now is. Among the heavy losers by his trans- 
actions was Mr. Ingraham, who brought suit 
against the New-York firm in the Superior Court 
here to recover the amount of his loss, about 
$18,000. A motion was then made by the attor- 
neys for the defendants to have the case remanda- 
ed to the United States court, which was refused 
by Judge Stoddard, of the Superior Court, A 
similar motion followed in the United States 
court, which was denied by Judge Shipman. An 
appeal was taken tothe Supreme Court of the 

nited States, and that court sustained 
Judge Sbipman’s decision. In the early part 
of the present year the case came to trial in the 
Superior Court for Hartford County before 
Judge Andrews, who found for the plaintiff and 
awarded the full amount of his claim. Putnam, 
Harle & Co. took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Errors, and their withdrawal of this 
appeal leaves the judgment of the court below 
intact. Unless the defendants voluntarily settie 
it will be necessary for Mr. Ingraham to bring 
suit in New-York State, as the firm have no 
roperty in this State which can be attached.

BURIED UNDER A BROKEN WALL. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 16.—For several 
weeks a large number of workmen have been 
engaged in tearing down an old warehouse and 
excavating for the laying of the new foundation 
at Main and Tenth streets. Part of the wall on 
the east side was considered safe and left stand- 


ing to the height of about 15 feet. The men 
were repeatediy warned to keep at a safe dis- 
tance, and a daily examination of the wall had 
been made. This morning asquad of workmen 
was directed to begin excavations on the east 
side, while three brickiayers were engaged in 
strengthening the supports of the wall. Just as 
the men were prepuring to go to dinneracry of 
horror burst from all. The wall was seen to 
topple, and in a moment it had fallen with a 
terrible crash, burrying five men in the débris. 
Their fellow laborers ran to the rescue and 
dragged their mangled and bleeding bodies from 
beneath the mass of brick.and mortar. Four 
men had been dragged out and pillowed on beds 
of coats, when it was discovered that Gus Bush, 
the boss bricklayer, was missing. He was finaily 
dragged out. still alive, but terribly bruised and 
bleeding. Thomas Lampton and Will Colton 
were fatally injured, and two unknown hod 
carriers are not expected to survive their in- 
juries. Several others were bruised and had 
limbs broken. 





THE COTTON CROP IN GEORGIA. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 16.—The report of 
the Department of Agriculture shows that the 
condition of the cotton crop has been constant- 
ly falling offsince the Ist of September. Ma- 
terial injury has resulted from the rainstorms in 
ali parts of the State, and much local injury has 


resulted from rust and the ravages of the cater- 
Dillars. Southwest Georgia, where all these 
causes have united in impairing the crop, has 
sustained the greatest injury, amounting to a 
depreciation of 18 per cent. The condition for 
the whole State is eignt points below the report 
of last month, amounting to a discount of 100 
per cent. on the condition of the crop at that 
date. The condition in the State for Aug. 1 was 
reported 97; for Sept. 1, 92, and for Oct. 1, 85. The 
rainfall for September has been excessive and 
damaging tothe crops in all parts of the State. 
On the 19th, at St. Mary’s, there was a fall of 
54% inches; on the 26th, at Brunswick, 434 inches, 
and on the 20th, 34% at Lagrange and 4 inches on 
Lookout Mountain. At St. Mary's a total rain- 
fall of 27 inches was recorded for the month. 
The corn crop is 1 per cent. above an average 
crop for the State. The yield compared to an 
average is 106. 


SALMON IN THE HUDSON RIVER. 

Cotp Spring Harsor, N. Y., Oct. 16.— 
For the past two years Prof. 8. F. Baird, United 
States Fish Commissioner, has been planting 
salmon fry in the tributaries of the Hudson in 
Warren and:neighboring counties of Northern 
New-York. He has thought that the impassable 
obstructions at Cohoes and Millers Falls might 
be the reason why the Hudson was not originaliy 
a salmon river, as they debarred the paren* fish 
from the spawning and nursery grounds of the 
trout streams. For tne past two years salmon 
eggzs taken in Maine have been hatched at Cold 
Spring Harbor, Long Island, by Mr. Fred Mather 
and planted in tne small brooks that feed the 
upper Hudson. Last week Mr. A. N. Cheney, of 
Gienns Falls, sent to Mr. Eugene G. Blackford, 
Fish Commissioner of New-York, six young 
salmon of seven inches in length, and reports 
Ciendon Brook as alive with them for miles. 
Some years ago the Connecticut River was suc- 
cessfully stocked, but the fishermen spread nets 
atthe mouth of the river and for three years 
New-York markets were supplied with Con- 
nectiout salmon, but the adult fish never had ar 
chance to reach the spawning grounds.

LOVER SENTENCED YESTERDAY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16.—Annie E. Cut- 
ler, the young colored woman who pleaded 
guilty in May last to shooting and killing her 
lover, William H. Knight, a colored waiter, on 
April 22, was sentenced this afternoon by Judge 
Mitchell to be hanged. Before the sentence 
was pronounced a statement on behalf 
of the prisoner was read. In it she 
said: “I pleaded guilty, but do not want 
to rest under the imputation of deliberate 
murder. If I had known that my plea 
meant that, I should have wished to tell the 
court what I really aid. Although it may now 
be too late to afford me protection under the 
law, I desire, in justice to myself, to state the 


facts just as they oocurred, admitting freely the 
wrongs I have committea. I seek only to deny 
the charge of willful and deliberate murder, of 
which I now find my plea is considered an ac- 
knowledgment.” 

The circumstances of her intimacy with Knight 
were recited, and it was declared that the effect 
of her wrongs drove her to drink. On the even- 
ing of the shooting she says: “I waited for 
Knight, and [ became more and more enraged 
as [thought of my wrongs and as the liquor 
which I drank took more effect upon me. When 
he came out I was standing by the curb, where 
I always did; where he told me to when I went 
to meet him. He did not look at me, and passed 
without appearing to seeme. This enraged me 
more than ever, and without knowing whatI 
was doing I took tne pistol and shot him. He 
turned on me. I threw him off. I was wild. 
I fired again. 1 knew nothing after that till I 
found myself. in the station house, I want to 
say that I did not know whatI wasdoing. My 
mind was upset by a month of grief and trouble 
and the liquor which I had taken in hopes of 
drowning the recollection of my grief. I was 
driven to desperation. I was frenzied, and my 
mind now only retainsa confused mass of what 
occurred at the time. I could not have helped 
myself. I had to do just as I happened to at the 
moment. I wasina distracted state, where I 
lost all control of myself.” 

“Itis my duty to say.” said Judge Mitchell, 
addressing the counsel, “that the statements 
she has made theredo not entirely agree with 
the evidence at the trial. There was considera- 
ble evidence, including two letters of her own, 
which showed the formation of an intent to kill 
at least one month prior to the time she speaks 
of. There was also evidence that she had tried 
the pistol two days before the occurrence, to see 
whether it would go off by pulling the trigger. 
Therefore, it may be a matter to consider if it is 
desirable to put this statement of record 
to go before the higher authorities. as it is 
so inconsistent with the evidence.” Then, 
addressing the woman, who stood calmly in the 
dock, the Judge impressively pronounced the 
sentence of death. The prisoner’s statement was 
entered of record, and will probably be used in 
an application for mitigation of the sentence 
before the Board of Pardons. No woman has 
ever been hanged in this county.

THE ROPE BROKE TWICE, 


SICKENING EXECUTION IN A WESTERN TOWN, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 16.—No such scene as 
was witnessed on the scaffold at Crawfordsville, 
at noon to-day, probabiy ever was witnessed in 
this vicinity. Last January James McMullen 
and his wife were murdered ir a most diabolical 
manner. John W. Coffee was arrested for the 
crime. During his incarceration he made three 
different confessions, one of which sought to 
throw the blame for the killing on James M. 
Dennis, a respected farmer. Dennis was ar- 


rested, and convicted upon Coffee's testi- 
mony, together with a web of circum- 
stantial evidence, skilfully woven around 
him. The two men were’ condemned 
to be hanged on the third day of September. 
Dennis protested his innocence from the first. 
Before the day set for theexecution Coffee mage 
a third confession, in which he implicated James 
Rankin, Mondy Rankin, James M. Dennis, and 
John Curtis. He declared that James Rankin 
did the killing with a navy revolver, firing four 
sbots. It was on the strength of this third con- 
fession that the Governor respited Coffee and 
Dennis until to-day. The Supreme Court after- 
ward granted Dennis a new trial. James Ran- 
kin proved an unquestionable alibi. Dennis will 
probably be released trom custody without an- 
other trial. 

Coffee was hanged to-day. The streets were 
crowded with people from all parts of the coun- 
ty. The Sheriff had issued 200 invitations, and 
about that number of spectators were admitted 
into the inclosure surrounding the galiuws at 9 
o'clock this morning. Coffee was utterly pros- 
trated, and refused to be consoled by his spirit- 
ual adviser. He had refused to eat any food 
since last night. His condition at that time was 
most pitiable. Dennis was removed to an 
adjoining county as a precaution against a 
possible mob. At 11 o’clock Coffee, having 
braced up somewhat in the meanwhile, made 
some additions to bis third confession implicat- 
ing others in the crime, but his statements are 
not believed. When the time came for the exe- 
cution he bad aspasm, and he had to be haif 
carried to the scaffold. When the rope was 
placed around his neck he talked incoherently, 
repeating his implication of others. 

hen the drop fell the rope broke and the 
body dropped to the ground. The neck was not 
broken, but blood oozed from the condemned 
man’s ears. He was carried up on the scaffold, 
and while the rope was being readjusted he re- 
covered consciousness and begged to have the 
cap taken off that he might make another speech. 
This request was refused. When the drop again 
fell the rope broke a second time, but the body 
was caught before it felltothe ground. It was 
lifted up and held in thearms of Deputy Sheriffs 
while the rope was fixed for the third time. 
When the drop fell again the rope held and Cof- 
fee strangied to deathin 12 minutes. The spec- 
tacle was sickening. 

The Governor said to-day that after investi- 
gating the case he had become satisfied that Cof- 
tee alone was guilty of the murder. 





A PRIZE FIGHT IN A PARLOR. 

Pugilistic circles in Brooklyn are greatly 
excited over a mill between Jack Nelson and 
Jack Masters Thursday night, in which the 
latter was knocked out in seven rounds. The 
two gladiators met in the parlor of a prominent 
Brooklyn merchant, whose house is one of the 
finest in Clinton-street, and the fight was wit- 
nessed by a few friends of the merchant. The 


men were in prime condition, Nelson weighing 
128 pounds and his opponent 138 pounds, A 
purse of $125 was made up by the 30 spectators, 
and both men did their best to win it. It 
was after midnight when the pladiators began 
business. There was no ring, and the usual 
accessories of sponge and bottle holders were 
also lacking. Masters attempted the **rush” tac- 
tics, and the first blow sent his antagonist to 
grass, Nelson, however, quickly recovered and, 
showing far more science, soon got the best of 
his opponent, finally knocking Masters senseless 
in the seventh round. :During the fight Masters’s 
head was knocked through a two-hundred-dollar 
oil painting, the owner willingly sacrificing this 
offering without grumbling, so hilarious was he 
over the plucky conduct of both the bruisers. 
Both principals and their seconds were sumptu- 
ously entertained after the mill, and a hat was 
passed around for the benefit of the defeated 
pugilist. 





FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

Troy, Oct. 16.—The firm of Wilbur, Krum 
& Wilbur—composed of Harvey Wilbur, Frank- 
lin Krum, Jr., and George W. Wilbur—collar 
and cuff manufacturers, doing business in this 
city, bas madea general assignment forthe bene- 
fit of its creditors to Frank B. Twining. The 
assignment makes preferences as follows: First, 
the payment of all wages and salaries due; sec- 
ond, the expense of executing the assignment; 
third, the Manufacturers’ National Bank, $7,000; 
fourth, Franklin Krum, note, $4,500. and Church 
& Phalen, three notes aggregating $2,136 94; 
fifth, book accounts of Church & Phalen, George 

Ide & Co., Miller, Hail & Hartwell, Gallup 
Lagnett & Sons; sixth, 
notes in favor of H. T. Dubois aggregating 
$6,281 08 and Franklin Krum $6,159 85; seventh, 
balance of creditors share and snare alike. The 
failure, which is not much of a surprise, isat- 
tributed tothe failure of the Bank of Schoba- 
rie, of which Krum's father was the President 
and principal stockholder. The liabilities of the 
firm are estimated at about $75,000. 





POLITICAL OFFENDERS PARDONED. 

Crty oF Mexico, Oct. 16, via Galveston. 
—The President has granted full pardon to all 
political prisoners except Editor Chivarri, of 
the Monitor Republicano, and Editor Carrillo, of 
the Correo de Lunes. The prisoners pardoned in- 
clude a number of newspaper editors and stu- 
dents. The action of the President is hailed with 
great satisfaction by the people. The Gonzalez 
newspapers are now cordially supporting the 
Administration, and the hopes of the Church 
Party that the Liberal Party would go to pieces 
are not to be realized. The debates in Congress 
are becoming animated, and the group of inde- 
pendent reformers are assuming a bold attitude.

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GEORGE G. SPENCER. 

George G. Spencer, whose death, at the 
age of 73 years, occurred on Thursday at his 
residence, No. 23 Cambridge-place, Brooklyn, 
was one of the oldest wholesale grocers in New- 
York. For 45 years he had been engaged in the 
business in this city, and he established during 
the period a reputation for integrity and honest 
dealing which is excelled by that of no merchant 
of the metropolis. Mr. Spencer was born in 


Hartford in 1812, his father baving been a pros- 
perous grocer of that city. He received a lib- 
eral education, and was graduated from Yule 
College in the Class of °34. A few years after- 
ward be came to New-York and associated him- 
self in business with a Mr. Robert, under the 
firm name of Robert & Spencer, jn Front-street. 
The concern engaged in the wholesale grocery 
trade, and successively thereafter, by reason of 
death and other causes, was known as Spencer & 
Phelps, Spencer & Porter, Spencer & Gilles- 
pie, Woodruff, Spencer & Stout, and 
finally as that of Spencer, Stout & Co. 
Mr. Spencer was Director in several insurance 
companies, but always steadfastly refused to 
connect himself with banking institutionsin a 
like capacity, onthe ground, first, that he had not 
the time, anda, secondly, that if he did so he 
might prove troublesome to his fellow-Direct- 
ors, for he never would sign papers the con- 
tents of which were not known to him. Mr. 
Spencer was very active in his business habits 
and dispensed much unostentatious charity. He 
wasan earnest Republican.

CHARLES H. GLOVER. 

Charles H. Glover, an eminent lawyer 
of this city, died at his home, in Brooklyn, yes- 
terday, from acomplication of diseases.

JOHN ANDERSON’S WILL 


TESTIMONY OF PARTNER M'CLOS- 
KEY AS 70 HIS SANITY. 
CERTAIN HALLUCINATIONS UNDER WHICH 
THE MILLIONAIRE TOBACCONIST La- 
BORED—THE PENIKESE ISLAND STORY. 


Felix McCloskey, politician and man of 

genera! business, waiked jauntily to the witness 
chair in Judge Van Brunt’s court room yester- 
@ay morning, sat down and began to caress the 
tuft of red hair that nestled modestly in a little 
hollow under his lower liv, He bad been called 
asa witness in support of the theory of Mrs. 
Mary Maud Watson that her grandfather, John 
Anéerson, was not of sound mind and was there- 
fore incapable of making a valid will. Mr. Mc- 
Closkey was for atime a partner of Mr, Anderson, 
and was very often with him ina social way 
He said that Anderson once told him that he had 
mude a will, but that he intended to make an- 
other when “those parties were not around.” 
Mr. McCloskey did not know who “ those par- 
ties” were. He knew that Mr. Anderson took a 
great interest in Italian affairs because he had 
often suggested to him' that the American 
Roman Catholics should influence the Pope to 
drop his objections to Italian unity. If Italy 
should become a republic he promised that he 
would take ** Mac” (the witness) thither, and 
that both would become distinguished citizens 
there. 
- Once, when the witness was at Tarrytown, 
Mr. Auderson entered his room at night and 
said he would stay there, because “things were 
after him,” and that he knew he would not live 
long. At another time Mr. Anderson had, when 
partly disrobed, lett Judge Barnard’s house, 
The witness followed and induced him to re- 
turo. Yet another time Mr. Anderson told the 
witness that his son-in-law, Judge Barnard, 
Recorder Hackett, and others were plotting 
against his lite, and otherwise talked so strange- 
ly that Mr. McCloskey was constrained to say to 
him trat his mind was notsound. When walk- 
ing with him Mr. Anderson would sometimes 
say to him, indicating a passer-by: 

* Mac, that man wouid siuga man fora dollar.” 

He often confided to McCloskey his opinion 
that his son, John C. Anderson, the residuary 
legatee under his will, was a thief, who had ex- 
torted money from him by threatening him with 
a revolver in Judge LBarnard’s house. Mr. Mc- 
Closkey was conterred with by Mr. Anderson 
respecting the “things”? that were following him 
nround, the means to avoid the * things,” and also 
the witness’s opinion respecting the kind of place 
belli was. Not baving visited that place Mr. 
McCloskey simply said that he “believea”’ it 
was “a place where the wicked were punished.” 
Once, Mr. McCloskey said, Mr. Anderson asked 
him what he thought of the murderof Mary 
Rogers, and he trankly answered that he, as 
well as other persons, thought from the circum- 
stances that his interrogator bad something to 
go with her fate, whereupon Mr. Anderson as- 
sured him that he had nothing to do with the 
case. All things considered. it was Mr. McClos- 
key’s Opinion that Mr. Anderson was irrational. 

Bater eross-examination Mr. McCloskey said 
that Mr. Anderson had told him that he had 
made a fooi of himself in giving Penikese Island 
to Prof. Agassiz fora Summer School of Natural 
History. He had given the island against Mr. 
McCloskey’s advice, and the latter thought that 
his subsequent regret tor having given it was 
the most rational conclusion he had ever reached, 
Before making the gift he had said to the wit- 

ess: 

* Our voices will soon be heard no more, but 
i will stand out as one of the great givers of this 
pountry; stand with Peter Cooper and Commo- 
Sore Vanderbilt. This schooi will grow and be 
the great school of the world in that particular 
bcience.”’ 

**Mr. Anderson said,” continued the bland 
Felix McCioskey, “that be wasa lover of science; 
thatif he had been educated in his youth he 
would have madea great scientist, and that he 
would, if necessary, spend his entire fortune to 
make the Penikese school a success.”’ 

“Did you hear him say anything in regard to 
the effect of the death of Prof. Agassiz upon 
that school ?” 

* He said. *There goes my $50,000 to hell, for 
his son is n& abie enough to carry this thing to 
perfection, and the whole thing will be lost.’ It 
Was just his juck, he said.” 

When Mr. Anderson last started for Europe 
the witness went to the steamer and said to him: 

* Well, you won’t see your old friend, Gari- 
baldi, over there; to which Mr. Anderson an- 
swered: ** You areaskeptic, You don't believe 
in such matters.””. Then Mr. Anderson spoke 
about the spirit of his son Willie visiting him, 
and, pointing over his interlocutor’s shoulder, 
said: “ Heismght there now.” 

Mr. McCloskey could not see the wraith when 
he turned around, so he remarked, as Mr. An- 
derson had spoken of giving Garibaldi some 
money: * You can keep up these things as long 
as you please, only don’t give your fortuneaway 
in Europe.” 

“Was hein the habit of sending money to 
Garibaldi?” 

“Yes. I think he gave him $5,000 a year dur- 
ing his life after he had refused to take a pen- 
sion from the Italian Government.” 

* Did he tell you be bad talked tace to face 
with Garibaldi?” 

“No, Sir. He attempted to, but Istopped him.” 

“Did he never tell you he knew Garibaldi in 
this country 7” 

* Yes, Sir. Iknew that he was intimately ac- 
quainted with him and gave him money to go 
eway.” 

* Was it not $25,000 7" 

“I don’t remember. J knew he had subscribed 
largely for the cause of Italian independence, 
and that he used to give money to Italians. 
Every tramp Italian who came to our Office got 
money from him.” 

** Did he tell you about his progress in life ?” 

“Yes, he told me he wasasort of outcast in 

ew-York, baving run away from his mother. 

hen he went to New-Orleans, staid there quite a 
while and then came back and went to work at 
bricklaying. Then the was appointed a watch- 
man ip Broad-street, and finally he got into a ci- 

ar store in Wall-street, und then moved up into 

roadway and madea large amount of money, 
until finally, attbe commencement of the war, 
he and others made $1,400,000 or $1,800,000 in the 
rise of the price after the first stamp act on to- 
baceo.

FOUR-FOOTED PHILISTINES, 


HOW THE GOATS IGNORE THE POLICE IN 
THE UPPER PART OF THE CITY. 

Mr. Lawson N. Fuller continues his bit- 
ter warfare on the predatory goat, and an- 
nounces his intention of so doing until there is 
nota tin-can eater to be found from King’s 
Bridge to Fifty-ninth-street. His vigorous at- 
tacks on the enemy have already borne fruit, 
and the goats are apparently impressed with the 
idea that an unseen power is moving against 
them. ‘The goats," said Mr. Fuller yesterday, 
“appear somewhat embarrassed. They look 
very restive, and don’t seem to be themselves 
atall. Still they have not lost their relish for 
household goods. As I drove down this morn- 


ing Isaw a carpet hanging on aline. A wan- 
dering goat had already begun his breakfast on 
one end of it,and I am curious to know how 
much will be left of that carpet by the time I 
drive home to-night. 

* Since the war on the goats began,” continued 
Mr. Fuller, “the police of the Thirty-second 
Precinct, under Capt. Cortwrignt, have done 
good work in abating the nuisance, and the 
thanks of the citizens of Washington Heights 
are due to them. A week ago some 300 goats 
were at large between King’s Bridge and Fifty- 
ninth-street, but since then 30 or 40 have been 
taken in and placed in the pound. The police 
of the Thirtieth Precinct have not done so well. 
Apparently they have not taken in the situation 
yet. One policeman told me the other day that 
the goats had become so cunning that 
an officer couldn’t get within 40 yards 
of one of them. If that is the case 
my advice to such policemen is that 
they set about the work of goat catching 
dressed in citizen's clothes. There is a detective 
in the Thirty-second Precinct who weighs some- 
thing less than 250 pounds and always works in 
citizen’s dress. He is said to bo fleet of foot, 
and if they will put him on the business I don’t 
think a goat will outwit him on the upper 
end of theisiand. Let me tell you a true story, 
which will show you how bold the goats have be- 
come and how well they understand the police.

THE CUTTING ESTATES. 





LITIGATION IN SEVEN DIFFERENT FORMS 
BEFORE SURROGATE ROLLINS. 

The litigation over the administration of 
the estates of the late Francis B. Cutting and 
Heyward Cutting was before Surrogate Rollins 
in seven different forms yesterday. Two were 
motions for the examination of the accounts of 
Gen. Wiiliam Cutting as Executor of the two 
estates. Both were granted. The others were 
as follows: A motion requiring Gen. Cutting to 
restate his accounts as Executor of the estate of 
Francis B. Cutting so as to include the real 
estate; motions for the removal of Gen. Cutting 
as Executor in each estate; {a motion foran 


order to show cause why an attachment shoulda 
not be issued against Gen. Cutting for failing to 
file his accounts in the estate of Heyward Cut- 
ting, and a motion for an order requiring Mrs. 
Lydia A. Cutting to show cause why the cita- 
tions whieh were issued upon her petition 
for the removal of Gen. Cutting should not be 
vacated. George Zabriskie, of counsel for Gen, 
Cutting, claimed that Mrs. Lydia A. Cutting bad 
given no definite proof of Gen. Cutting’s incom- 
petence in the discharge of his duties; that there 
were only vague and indefinite charges, based 
entirely upon information and be'ief, and that 
it must be proved that Gen. Cutting was the 
wicked and corrupt man that he was said to be. 
Franklin Bartlett, of counsel for Mrs. Cutting, 
replied that the other side did not dare produce 
an explicit denial tothe averments. In speaking 
upon the motion requiring a restatement of Gen. 
Cutting’s accounts Mr. Bartlett said that a large 
smount of money had been lost from the estate, 
and that Gen. Cutting, by his own sworn state- 
ment, had been guilty of misappropriating the 
funds. 

Charles D. Burrill, of counsel for Gen. Cutting, 
called the attention of the Surrogate to what he 
called Mr. Bartiett’s reprehensible conduct in 
giving out for publication on Thursday infor- 
mation concerning a future line of action in the 
case. Mr. Bartlett denied having given out the 
information in question. 

Concerning the motion for an attachment 
against Gen. Cutting Mr. Burrill said that be had 
with him Gen. Cutting’s accounts as Executor 
of the Heyward-Cutting estate, but that they 
lacked the signature of Gen. Cutting, whois con- 
fined to his bed by sickness. All the motions, 
except the two which were granted, were ad- 
journed over until Wednesday, 

a 
GEN. SHALER’S REQUESTS. 

— Alexander Shaler, of the Board of 
Health, tried in vain yesterday to induce the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to make 
several transfers of money for the use of the 
Health Department. Mayor Grace promptly met 
all his demands by inquiring as to what had done 


done with the various amounts heretofore appro- 
priated forthe Health Board, and Gen. Shaler, in 
answer to one of the Mavor’s questions, admit- 
ted that on one occasion $10,000 which bad been 
set apart for the maintenance of the hospital on 
North Brothers Island had not been applied to 
that purpose, but had been transferred to an- 
other account and expended. The board 
Was unanimously opposed to any transfers. 
Among other requests by Gen. Shaler was 
one asking for a transter of $8,000 from 
the appropriation of $150,000 which was 
made last year for extra street cleaning in 
view of the threatened visitation of cholera, to 
the salary account of the Health Department’s 
sanitary engineers. The board could not see the 
necessity, and President Coleman biuntly de- 
clared that the Heaith Board was “a big monu- 
ment of expense anyhow.” Mayor Grace made 
a similar remark, and Gen. Shaler almost lost 
bis temper. 

*Weask for nothing but what is right and 
proper,” he loudly said, **and we court investi- 
gation into our methods. If there are any 
charges against us, why are they not preferred ?”’ 

Then, seeing that the board would nottransfer 
$8,000, the General suggested that perhaps $4,000 
would be sufficient, and this amount was grant- 
ed, President Coleman alone voting no,

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WERNER’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


NO CLUE YET IN THE CASE OF THE BOWERY 
RECEIVER OF STOLEN GOODS. 

The mystery connected with the death 
of Andrew Werner, who was foundin his room 
at No. 287} Bowery, was not cleared up yester- 
day. The body lay all day on the fioor in the 
room, and it was not until 5 o’clock that Deputy 
Coroner Jenkins examined it. There was a com- 
pound fracture of the skull, evidently caused by 
a bluntinstrument. There were three or four 
contusions on the face, some scratches on the 
hands, and the third, fourth, and fifth ribs 
on the right side. were broken. On, the 
wall near the bed were two _ blood 
marks, which might have been made 
with a finger, or they may have spattered 
there when the policemen were removing the 
Two loaded revolvers were found in the 
room. The bed on which Werner lay had been 
disarranged and the pillow had fallen over his 
forehead, slats in the bed were also broken. The 
cobbiestone found under the bed was tied up in 


a hankerchief which was stained with two or 
three spots of blood. This cobblestone weighs 
about two pounds. Werner had been accus- 
tomed to carry a cobblestone around with him 
as a means of detense. He could not easily have 


‘inflicted the blow on the back of the head with 


this. 

The investigation yesterday showed that Wer- 
ner was seen at 4 o'clock in the morning crossin 
the Bowery toward his residence. He seeme 
to be looking down as if in deep thought or 
asifsomething wastroubling him. The police 
believe that he received his hurt before 
going to his room, and that the fracture was re- 
ceived insome of the Bowery dives. He had 
strength enough to drag himself home. When 
Werner was in Inspector Byrne’s hands, a year 
ago, onan arrest for receiving stolen property, 
he had suffered with lung troubles, and it was 
necessary to place a chair for him in his cell. 
On getting home Werner probably had a hemor- 
rhage, which would account for the pool of 
blood found around his head. 

Werner was 74 years old,and was born in 
Switzerland. He was sent to prison while living 
in Zurich for 10 years, on accountof his thefts 
in that place. He was discharged before the 
full term was completed on condition he should 
leave the country. He came to Philadelphia, 
andin 1859 received his naturalization papers. 
When the war broke out he joined the Union 
army, and was discharged, with the Second 
Pennsylvania Artillery, Company A, before 
Petersburg, in October, 1865. He went back to 
Philadelphia, but soon became connected with 
a gang of pickpockets aud thieves, in connec- 
tion with whose operations he _ finally_was ar- 
rested and sentenced to the Eastern Peniten- 
tiary for fouryears. After serving his time 
there he came to this city, where his operations 
have been known to the police for some time. 
He was known among thieves asthe ** Doctor.” 





A FATAL QUARREL, 


PATRICK HARDY, OF LONG ISLAND CITY, 
KILLS HIS WIFE WITH A CLUB, 

Patrick Hardy, a ‘laborer, who resides 
on Vernon-street, near Twelfth-street, Long Isl- 
aud City, killed his wife Thursday night. The 
couple were married 11 years ago, but have not 
lived together all of that time. They were both 
beavy drinkers, and when in their cups always 
fought. Mrs. Hardy returned to her home, after 
an absence of several days, at 4 o’clock on Thurs- 
day afternoon. Everything remained quict in 
the household until between 11 and 12 o’clock, 


when a neighbor named McFarland heard cries 
of murder issuing from Hardy's apartments, 
Shortly afterward Hardy went up to McFar- 
laund’s room in an excited condition and told 
him that Mrs. Hardy was dying. Other neigh- 
bors rushed in and found the woman lying on 
the bed, breathing with great difficulty. Hardy 
sent for Father McGuire, but before he arrived 
Mrs. Hardy wes dead. 

An undertaker was sent for, but he refused to 
touch the body until the Coroner gave a permit. 
To Coroner James Robinson Hardy went and 
told the same story ot sudden death, but as no 
jury could be summoned at that hour of.the 
night Robinson declined to attend to the case 
until morning. Hardy went home, but about 5 
o'clock yesterday morning went again to Coro- 
ner Robinson, and took him back to the dead 
woman’s room. The Coroner thought that a 
murder bad been committed, and sent out for a 
policeman, who arrested Hardy. Two doctors 
in the meantime made an autopsy, and found a 
fracture of the left side of the woman’s skull 
and the wall of the abdomen broken in. The 5- 
year-old son of Hardy said that he saw his father 
hit his mother on the head with a club and kick 
ber. Hardy is 35 years old, and his wife was five 
years his junior. He has beaten her for a long 
time past. but she would never make a complaint 
against him. At noon yesterday he was ar- 
raigned before Justice Kavanagh and commit- 
ted to await the result of the Coroner's inquest. 





AN OBSTREPEROUS CONDUCTOR. 


AN OLD GENTLEMAN'S EXPERIENCE ON A 
BROADWAY HORSE CAR, 


Mr. William G. Barney, 63 years old, of 
No. 47 East Twenty-first-street, who is connected 
with the dry goods firm of Tefft, Weller & Cn., 
left the store, No. 328 Broadway, at 6 o’clock on 
Thursday evening and boarded a Broadway car 
goinguptown. The car was crowded, and when 
a lady got onthe car at Fourth-street Mr. Bar- 
bey gave her his seat and went to the rear plat- 
form. When the car reached Tenth-street 
George Wilmott, of No. 224 West Fiftieth-street, 
the conductor, ordered him to go inside. Mr. 


Barney demurred, and the conductor pushed 
him rougbly and endeavored to force him into 
the car. Mr. Barney resented this, and a scufile 
occurred between them. Wilmott stopped the 
ear and ordered Patrolman Moxley, of the Mer- 
cer-Street Police Station, to arrest Mr. Barney 
for assault. At the station house the charge of 
assault was entertained. 

When the case was called, before Justice 
O’ Reilly, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
yesterday, Wilmott said that Mr. Barney, while 
standing on the platform, was in the way of 
passengers. Wilmott asked him to step inside, 
and Mr. Barney became furious and assaulted 
him. Mr. Barney assured the magistrate that 
the statement of the conductor was false; that 
he did not assault the conductor, but was as- 
saulted by him. Justice O’Reilly said that he 
had had similar experience on a sNroadway car, 
and he had no doubt that Mr. Barney’s version 
of the affair was the true one. He therefore 
dismissed the complaint. 





HARMONY IN THE EXCISE BOARD. 

The Board of Excise Commissioners 
unanimously passed a resolution yesterday that 
all persons holding licenses from the board, and 
also licenses tor places of amusement, be no- 
tifleato permanently close any openings that 
may exist between such places. It was also 
ordered that the inspectors inspect all places of 
amusement once in 2% hours, and make a writ- 
ten report to the board. The resolution 
was offered by Commissioner Morris, The 
cases of the notxries Joseph J. Drew 
and Thomas Shaniey were considered. 
They were caurged with obtaining $2 from (C, 
Windhorst, of East Fourth-street, in the Excise 
Board rooms when he was applying for a 
license. They also procured bondsmen for Wind- 
horst, whom he did not know. The board 
unanimously adopted a resolution to the effect 
that no applications be received from any no- 
tary public or commissioner of deeds who 
makes it a practice to seek applications in the 
neighborhood of the Excise Roard office, and 
that the Secretary be ordered to refuse applica- 
tion blanks to such notaries or commissioners 
of deeds.
